(H-D) were the big winners at the AMA 


National Championship Hillclimb in Jef- | 


ferson, Pennsylvania, August 3. Watson 
topped the 540cc class and Price the 
800сс division. Chad Disbennet (Tri) 
took second in the 540cc class and Paul 
Lowe (Kaw) took third. Rounding out 
the top three in the 800cc class were 
James Large (H-D) and Steve Dresser 
(H-D). 


Tyler Evans (Suz) was the top-perform- 
ing. Pro rider at the 22nd annual 
NMA/Ponca City Grand National Cham- 
pionships in Oklahoma, July 29-August 3, 
taking wins іп the 125сс Stock and 250сс 
Modified Pro classes. Billy Payne (Kaw) 
fared quite well in the Intermediate ranks 
by winning the 125cc Stock and Modified 
classes, and Justin Buckelew (Yam) was 
the top Mini pilot with three class victo- 
ries, including wins in the 80cc Stock and 
Modified (14-16) classes, as well as the 
SuperMmini division. 


Fast By Ferracci’s Mat Mladin picked 
up a check for $5000 in the second 
round of the AMA/MBNA Superbike 
Series bonus payouts. Defending AMA 
Superbike National Champion Doug 
Chandler earned $4000, making him the 
top MBNA bonus-money earner thus far 
in 1997, with earnings of $9000. The sec- 
ond round of payoffs went to the top 20 
riders from the Road America, Loudon 
and Brainerd rounds of the series. 
MBNA will pay a total of $100,000 in 
championship bonus money, plus 
$25,000 in event bonuses to the top 


Australian Kirk McCarthy, who was 
announced as the permanent replace- 
ment for Troy Corser on the Red Bull 
Yamaha WCM team at the German 
Grand Prix, will have the use of a full 
factory Yamaha YZR500 for the remain- 
ing five rounds of the championship 
from the British Grand Prix on. The 
team has released one of the machines 
that Corser campaigned until failing to 
agree to terms with the team and with- 
drawing from the championship. 
McCarthy will also run in the team’s 
Red Bull Yamaha WCM colors from the 
Donington Park race, alongside Italian 
Luca Cadalora. 


Team Kawasaki Australia rider Martin 
Craggill (Kaw) claimed the 1997 Shell 
Australian Superbike Series at the sixth 
and final round at Oran Park on August 
3 (after Suzuki’s Troy Bayliss was 
unable to overcome a badly broken 
hand) to win the final race, reports con- 
tibutor Darryl Flack. The first eight-lap 
leg was red-flagged after four laps, fol- 
lowing an accident involving race leader 
Craig Connell. In the shortened second 
race, Craggill only needed to finish in 
the points to claim the series if Bayliss 
won the race. Craggill’s teammate 
Damon Buckmaster stormed away to a 
convincing win, with Connell making a 
fine return to hold Bayliss off for sec- 
ond. It was Craggill's first-ever national 
series win, and Kawasaki's first since 
Mat Mladin’s Australian Superbike 
Championship in 1992.

Haga for Suzuki GP ride, 
Gobert re-signed 


na move totally out of left field, All-Japan Yamaha Superbike star Noriyuki Haga will 
ҚОШ up alongside Anthony Gobert on Suzuki's 1998 500cc Grand Prix team. 
Although not yet official, the deal is believed to have been agreed to several weeks ago. 

Haga shot to prominence after winning the 1996 Suzuka 8 Hours with Colin 
Edwards П in Yamaha's first victory in the endurance classic since 1990, and he cur- 
rently leads the All-Japan Superbike Championship after taking wins in four of the first 
six rounds. 

Despite his recent hot form, he failed to defend his Suzuka 8 Hours crown after 
Edwards’ replacement, Haga's older brother, Kensuke, crashed on the first lap of this 
year's race while in the lead. ; 

Нара will replace Daryl Beattie оп the Suzuki team, and the luckless 26-year-old 
Australian has already been linked to several World Superbike squads, including Cas- 
trol Honda and the Suzuki team in place of disappointing Texan Mike Hale. After fin- 
ishing. second in the 1995 World Championship in his first year with Lucky Strike 
Suzuki, Beattie missed most of 1996 with a fractured skull and arm. Struggling to come 
to terms with the all-new XR87, he has failed to regain the confidence and motivation 
so necessary to figure prominently in the 500cc class. 

After a controversial start to his GP career, Lucky Strike Suzuki has exercised its 
option for Gobert’s second year with the team. The 22-year-old wild child flew out to 
Rio de Janeiro from Australia last Tuesday, after spending a few low-key weeks at his 
parents’ home outside Sydney. It's understood that Gobert's off-season will involve far 
more testing in Japan than previously, as he will effectively become the factory’s num- 
ber-one rider. | 

The move to sign Haga coincides with uncertainty surrounding Lucky Strike's six- 
year sponsorship of the Suzuki GP team. It's understood that the Hamamatsu-based fac- 
tory was seriously considering whether or not to continue its involvement in the 500cc 
class with the spectre of reduced sponsorship for 1998, and Haga’s inclusion is seen as a 
sign to build some much-needed motivation around the promising Japanese rider.

DeMaria shocks 250cc 
GP scene 


Ес,» Yves Demaria shocked the FIM 250cc Grand Prix circuit Sunday after- 


1000сс Championship (ARRC) іп 1998, 





noon by storming to а resounding 1-1 overall victory іп the dusty hills of Indonesia. 
‘Demaria, who was recently released from his Italian Martin Honda ride, has 
apparently received a new lease on life in the form of a factory Kawasaki lent to him by 
Dutchman Jan de Groot's Kawasaki of Japan-backed JHK factory team. Word from 
Indonesia suggested that Frederic Bolley, a key member of the JHK factory effort, 
injured himself in a shunt during a French National Championship race, thus leaving a 
vacancy in the JHK operation. 

The somewhat enigmatic Demaria made good on the opportunity by not only 
pulling the fastest qualifying time on Saturday afternoon, but also by awarding his 
new employer, Jan de Groot, with both moto wins. Following Demaria across the line 
in both heats was Rinaldi Chesterfield Yamaha pilot Tallon Vohland from California, 
who is seemingly back after an injury-riddled summer. Vohland actually led the first 
heat up to the two-lap signal before Demaria flashed by and rode off with the win. Fin- 
ishing third in both motos was Honda-mounted Pit Beirer of Germany. In the mean- 
time, 250cc World Championship points leader Stefan Everts of Belgium had a conserv- 
ative afternoon, carding consistent - and safe - 4-5 finishes for fourth overall. American 
Mike Brown suffered two DNFs on the day that saw just 23 riders take to the starting 
gate, which was the lowest turnout in 24 years for the GP. 

In the latest point standings, Everts, hot off a successful trip to the United States, 
holds a‘commanding lead in the overall point standings with 414 and is only eight 
points away from locking up his third consecutive 250сс World Championship title. 
Compatriot Marnicq Bervoets, a member of the Winfield Cigarette Suzuki squad, holds 
down second with 302 points, 112 points adrift of the fast-disappearing Everts. French 
teenager Sebastien Tortelli, out through November with a serious back injury, is a 
"temporary" third with 276 points, while Beirer is in fourth with 270 points. 

Meanwhile, back on the continent of Europe, the 500cc Grand Prix tour pulled into 
its most historic venue - the Namur circuit in Belgium. Claiming the overall victory on 
the hallowed circuit - which skirts the forest surrounding the ancient "Citadel" - was 
Husqvarna rider Darryl King of New Zealand. It was' King's second consecutive GP 
win. King finished second to Yamaha YZM400F pilot Andrea Bartolini in moto one, 
then came back to win the second moto in convincing fashion over another YZM rider, 
Peter Johansson of Sweden, Belgian Joel Smets, and KTM-mounted Shayne King, 
Darryl's brother. Smets, the 500cc points leader, gave his countrymen something to 
cheer about by racing his booming Husaberg to consistent 3-3 moto scores in both 
motos for second overall. Louisiana's Trampas Parker rode his KTM to seventh on the 
day with a 6-7 score. 

Smets holds the lead in the 500cc title chase with 253 points, while Shayne King is 
second with 204 and brother Darryl third, with 183.

Manufacturers Association, the FIM has 
decided that the rules will be the same 
as described in the 1997 FIM Road Rac- 
ing Technical Rules except for the maxi- 
mum RON and MON values, which will 
now be 102 and 90, respectively. No 
additional tolerances will be given.

Texas officials issue 


advisory for state's new 


helmet law 





guidelines to clarify who is allowed to ride without a helmet under exemptions in 
that state's recently modified helmet law. 

Under the new law, which goes into effect on September 1, motorcyclists over the 
age of 20 are allowed to ride without helmets if they have either completed a rider-edu- 
cation course that meets or exceeds Motorcycle Safety Foundation standards, or if they 
are covered by a health-insurance plan that provides at least $10,000 in health benefits 
for injuries resulting from an accident while operating or riding upon a motorcycle. 

Additionally, Texas motorcyclists who meet the exemption requirements can apply 
for a helmet-exemption sticker from the Department of Public Safety that will alert law 
enforcement personnel that they have complied with the law. Out-of-state motorcy- 
clists are not eligible to show law enforcement officials proof of either adequate insur- 
ance coverage or safety-course completion. | 

The law, while achieving the goal of repealing at least part of the state's mandatory 
helmet law, unfortunately leaves motorcyclists open to being repeatedly stopped by 
law enforcement personnel trying to figure out if the rider has complied with the 
exemptions, notes Sean Maher, AMA legislative specialist. 

^While we think that adults should have the freedom to choose whether to ride 
without a helmet, this law creates a morass of ambiguity," Maher said. “If you opt not 
to obtain a sticker, or if you ride in from another state, see riders without helmets and 
take yours off, you're suddenly subject to traffic stops at the whim of local authorities. 
Even if you carry the proper forms, that's one heck of an inconvenience."

Cagiva looks for cash 


It's the Castiglioni brothers' plans for Cagiva's short-term future that are critical in 
terms of the company's survival, though - and in spite of Claudio Castiglioni's 
assertion that he has no plans to repeat the TPG/Ducati operation with Cagiva, 
informed sources in Italy insist that he's presently negotiating to bring in an outside 
investor as a minority partner in the new Cagiva company. 

But even with the injection of operating capital that such a partner would bring, 
cash flow is going to be critical during the start-up phase of four-cylinder produc- 
tion - making it more likely than ever that when the F4 is unveiled at Milan on Sep- 
tember 15, it will carry the historic MV Agusta name, rather than that of Cagiva. 

“Castiglioni needs to generate instant sales of the F4 to underwrite its produc- 
tion, as well as the expansion of the whole Cagiva company," says an Italian indus- 
try insider who's convinced that the rebirth of the MV Agusta name is 
imminent. “The Cagiva marque has zero credentials in the four-stroke 
market - its 500cc Grand Prix race record only helps sell two-stroke 
sportbikes like the 125 Mito, and otherwise Cagiva is perceived as 
being a producer of low-end transportation, with the accent on off- 
road and cheap, basic street models. However mind-grabbing Tam- 
burini's styling is, and high-tech its engineering, the F4 will be a 
tough sell in today's market as a Cagiva; whereas, badged as an MV 
Agusta, it'll be back-ordered for years - and at a price premium, too. 
Plus, if you were smart enough to buy what is arguably the most 
famous and prestigious name in the whole motorcycle world, as Cagi- 
va did five years ago with MV Agusta, and that marque was indelibly 
linked in the minds of the public with exotic four-cylinder machinery, 
when else would you revive it except when you launched your own 
four-cylinder superbike? Cagiva will never have a better chance to 
revive the MV name than they do now - or a better reason.” 

So, come mid-September, when the wraps are pulled off the first 
four-cylinder street bike to be built in Italy since MV Agusta ceased ° 
production of its own 750cc fours exactly 20 years ago, if that bike is 


under something of a cloud - the exact 
reasons for which are unclear, but are 
apparently a decisive factor against any 
link between Guzzi and Aprilia while 
the two former allies are at the helm of 
the respective companies. We'll see...

Word is that Pier-Francesco Chili - a 
former Aprilia works rider who was the 
first man to win a 250cc GP with the 
current V-twin motorcycle - is on top of 
Aprilia's shopping list as development 
rider and team leader, but that the 
firm's refusal to go racing with the bike 
in 1998 is the main stumbling block to a 
deal. Chili already sat out one season in 
1994, and has no desire to do the same 
again at this crucial stage of his now- 
lengthy career.

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Kenny Roberts’ Modenas KR3 three-cylinder GP racer has become а regular top-10 
GP finisher in only the first half of its debut season - even if the evolution of the

Since then, the brothers have been working on their own beautiful- 
ly engineered 500cc four-stroke MX racer, using a liquid-cooled four- 
valve engine of their own design, with gear drive to the single over- 
head camshaft and a choice of two or three speeds in the gearbox. 

This new, ultra-lightweight bike debuted this season in the hands of 
Trampas Parker and scored a best fifth place in the World Open MX 


all-Italian product, with engine production based at the Vertemati factory at Triug- 
gio (near Monza), chassis manufacture by Verlicchi in Bologna, and final assembly 
of the complete bikes at Bimota's factory in Rimini. .

or the second straight hot, midwest 

weekend, a pair of Kawasaki riders 

secured the top positions in the 
1997 AMA 125/250cc National Champi- 
onship Motocross Series, this time at 
Spring Creek Motocross Park in 
Millville, Minnesota. .The 125cc race 
winner was 17-year-old Ricky 
Carmichael, whose sixth win in eleven 
races to date now has him on the verge 
of claiming the series title as early as the 
next round. And just as he was last 
weekend in Ohio, defending class cham- 
pion Jeff Emig was at the front of the 
250cc pack again, narrowly edging out 
Team Yamaha's John Dowd for the win 
in another frantic second-moto battle. 

"If there is one lap to go and John 
Dowd can still see you, he will give it all 
he's got to try to pass you," said Emig, 
who felt that he had the win in hand at 
the white flag, only to have the hard- 
charging Dowd get to within a wheel 
length of flying past him at the check- 
ered flag. "The guy never stops trying, 
so you can never let up when you're in 
front of him. It was just like Unadilla, 
maybe even closer." Dowd's efforts 
notwithstanding, the red-hot Emig 
snagged his fifth and sixth moto wins in 
a row at Spring Creek and edged anoth- 
er eight points closer to his second 
major title of the year. Dowd, who turns 
32 next Sunday, ran 3-2 for second over- 
all, while Suzuki's Mike LaRocco put in 
his best outdoor performance in recent 
memory for a 2-3 third overall. Suzuki's 
Greg Albertyn ran 5-4 for fourth, while 


Yamaha rider Ezra Lusk rounded out 
the top five with a quiet 4-8. 

While the 125cc class lacked the car- 
chase scene that the 250cc class turned 
into on Sunday, it wasn't without its 
Hollywood storyline. First-year pro 
Carmichael continued to march toward 
his destiny of becoming the youngest 
125cc National Champion since Marty 
Smith by winning the overall here on his 
first-ever visit to the rough and sandy 
Millville track. 

"This is all like a dream come true,” 
says Carmichael, who finished second 
last weekend to Damon Huffman but 
controlled this race from the start. "At the 
beginning of the year, my secret goal was 
to win six races and maybe the title. Now 
that I’ve accomplished the first part of 
that dream, I’m starting to think the other 
one is going to come true now, too." 

Carmichael went 1-3 at Millville for 
the win to defeat American Honda's 
Steve Lamson, who's 4-1 score marked 
what he felt was his best performance 
since the opening day of the 125cc 
National season. Yamaha's Kevin Wind- 
ham was third with a 2-5 tally, while 
Huffman (7-2) and Suzuki's Tim Ferry 
(6-4) rounded out the top five overall. 

Going into the next round at Washou- 
gal, Washington, on August 17, 
Carmichael needs to score six points 
more than Windham to clinch the title 
with two races left on the schedule 
(Broome-Tioga and Steel City). The Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit Kawasaki rider holds a 
lead of 94 points on Windham, 426 to 332, 
with six motos to go. Third-place Sheak 
still has a mathematical shot at the title 
with 285 points, but with 141 points to 
make it, Sheak's chances realistically are

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slim to none. Suzuki's Mickael Pichon is 
fourth in the rankings with 259 points, 
while teammate Ferry is fifth with 243. 

Emig's stranglehold on the 250cc 
points lead was established with a two- 
moto sweep on the first day of the sea- 
son back in March. With his fifth win of 
the season in Millville, he padded his 
points cushion to 69 over the never-sur- 
rendering Dowd, 447 to 378. Emig could 
also clinch his title at Washougal, 
though he will more than likely secure 
the crown at Broome-Tioga in New York 
on August 24. 

A distant third in the rankings with 
335 points is the slumping Jeremy 
McGrath, who simply could not get off 


the gate on Sunday and ended up stuck 
in traffic all afternoon. He finished an 
unsuperstarlike eighth overall with a 9- 
7, though McGrath took another bad 
day in stride. 

"I didn't ride as bad as I did at 
Unadilla, and that's a good thing," 
McGrath reasoned, “but I’m still not get- 
ting the job done. I put in some good 
laps, I worked hard the whole moto, but 
you can’t start in the back of the pack 
and expect to finish at the front. That 
don't count. I'm going to work on a lot 
of things between now and the next 
race, and I really hope to get a win 
before the season is over for myself and 
my team. On a track like this, you've 
just got to get a start." 

Regardless of the lack of passing 
lanes, the Spring Creek track designed 
and maintained by former off-road star 
John Martin and crew was the best-con- 
ditioned track that the AMA National 
Series riders have seen this year. Aided

Ryan Hughes 
grabbed the holeshot on his KX250, but 
within five turns he was back in 40th 
after a spectacular crash that left his bike 
laying as the centerpiece of a tabletop 
jump while the rest of the pack flew by. 

"I only went 200 yards in the lead 
and I thought I was going to be fine, but 
then I hit a jump and the front wheel 


kind of washed and it threw me into the 
face of the tabletop," said Hughes. "It 
pitched me over the bars and all of a 
sudden I was in last. It happened just 
like that. That's the way my whole year 
has been going." 

After some jostling in the back, Emig 
inherited the lead over LaRocco, Dowd, 
Honda of Troy's Mike Kiedrowski, pri- 
vateer Jason McCormick, and Lusk. 
Albertyn, Team Chaparral's Jimmy But- 
ton, and McGrath rode in the next small 
pack. 

As the race settled down, Emig and 
LaRocco proceeded to pull away from 
Dowd, who seemed to be slightly out of 
sync on what he considers to be one of 
his favorite tracks on the circuit. He let 
the leaders pull away and was never in 
the thick of the battle for first, though he 
was never out of sight altogether. By the 
end of the race, Emig was the winner 
with a few bike lengths to spare over 
LaRocco while Dowd rode fifth. 

Lusk quietly rode into fourth at the 
finish line ahead of Albertyn and a 
strong Kiedrowski, whose sixth-place 
finish was his best of the outdoor sea- 


son. Honda of Troy teammate Larry 
Ward was next, then came Hughes, who 
charged from last to eighth. McGrath 
and Bradshaw rounded out the top 10. 

"The track is great, the crowd is 
great, and there's no reason not to push 
it all the way to the end," Emig said. "I 
could slow down and worry about the 
title, but I think there's a lot of honor in 
going out and giving it your best every 
time. That's why I'm here, that's why 
Kawasaki is here and that's why the 
fans are here." 

Emig holeshot the second 250cc 
moto, ahead of Dowd, McCormick, 
Hughes, Albertyn and Ward. McGrath 
was again slow off the gate and would 
spend the rest of the moto trying to 
climb out of the deep hole he dug for 
himself off the start. 

Hughes climbed into third quickly 
and appeared ready to use his first-moto 
momentum to make a run at the win, 
but Emig and Dowd had their own little 
thing going and would soon separate 
themselves from everyone. That left the 
Kawasaki rider to skirmish with the 
Suzukis of LaRocco and Albertyn - and 
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Hughes would lose that battle, as well. 

"] just really don't know what my 
problem is," said the Californian. "I start 
out dead-last and ride great the whole 
moto, and then when I start up front 1 
can't ride at all. l'm doing everything 
right, training hard and trying to con- 
centrate - it's just one of those things 
that happen in racing, I guess." Hughes 
would finish fifth in the moto, while 
LaRocco would betfer Albertyn for 
third. 

“1 just didn't get the start I wanted 
and I didn't have a chance to ride with 
those guys (Dowd and Emig)," LaRocco 
said later. "I think I rode well all day, 
but you have to get a start on this track 
if you want to be up there at the end." 

That left Emig and Dowd to duel for 
the win, much like they had at Unadilla

two weeks earlier. In fact, Dowd's 
mechanic, Brian Berry, kept signaling to 
his rider to "Remember Unadilla," 
where Dowdy came up a bike length 
short. Emig rode well at the front, taking 
advantage of a great line that allowed 
him to jump an uphill triple while 
Dowd could only double up it, thus los- 
ing a second a lap on the hill. However, 
Dowd would make that second up half 
a lap later with a faster path around the 
sandy bottom that includes the monster 
whoop section that has claimed so many 
top riders over the years. 

At any rate, the two leaders stayed 
close throughout the middle and late 
laps, but when the white flag came out, 
Emig looked like he had enough of an 
advantage to win - he almost didn't. 
Dowd railed the entire last lap and came 
into the final "S" turn with an actual shot 
at the win. He waited through the first 
left rather than try a torpedo move that 
might have dropped them both, but he 
blasted around Emig in the last turn and 
came out almost right beside the leader, 
but the checkered flag fell before the next 
turn and Emig crested the last little hump 
just a wheel up on the Yamaha rider. 

“Т can't believe how close that was! 
Dowd must be ready to kill me," said 
Emig of his friend Dowd, who has nar- 
rowly lost to Emig twice in three weeks. 

"| could just feel him 
back there, and I 
knew he wasn't 
going to give up. He 
almost got me in the 
last turn again! I was 
thinking after 
Unadilla it couldn't 
get any closer, but 
somehow it did." 
“Just a little short 
again," said a frus- 
trated but pleased- 
with-the-effort 
Dowd. “Jeff was rid- 
ing well but I didn't 
want to just give up. 
There were a few 
times when I 
thought I might 
have had a line on 
the inside here and 
there but, there was 
really no room 
unless I nailed him, 
and at the end I 
started thinking 
about it! ТЇЇ just have 
to keep working and 
maybe one of these 
will go my way.” 


125cc NATIONAL 


The first 125cc moto featured an event- 
ful first lap as Huffman rounded the fast 
right-handed turn with his third straight 
holeshot. Sheak, Ferry, Carmichael and 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit’s David Pingree 
were all following. Lamson and Wind- 
ham got out of the gate midpack, while 
Robbie Reynard, one of the pre-race 
favorites, was towards the very back of 
the pack. Huffman boggled his way back 
to fourth right away, but new leader 
Sheak went back even further after he 
crashed a couple of turns later. So for the 
first four laps of the race, fellow Floridi- 
ans and sometimes practice partners 
Ferry and Carmichael led the way. 

Ferry’s time out front was limited, as 
the hard-charging Carmichael found a 
faster path around the plush Millville 
track and took over the lead in the back 
section. It might have had something to 
do with Ferry’s loss of his clutch lever. 

“Т got too close to a marker in the 
back and snapped it right off,” said the 
125сс East Regional SX Champ. “Believe 
me, it was tough to stay up there with 
those guys without a clutch on a track 
like this.” Ferry fought hard to keep as 
many points as possible and was able to 
salvage sixth by the time it was all over. 

Carmichael started pulling away up 
front, while Windham and the French- 
man Pichon hooked up to start carving 
their way through the front-runners in 
tandem. By the time they got up to 
Ferry, he was on his way backwards 
with the clutch problem, so they made 
short work of the Suzuki - but 
Carmichael was already gone. 

“I wasn't riding very well at the 
beginning, and I let both Sheak and 
Ferry pass me before Sheak fell down, 
and then I settled down," said 
Carmichael in the winner's circle. "I 
really like the track and, once I got a 
nice rhythm going, I felt great. I just 
stayed comfortable and tried not to get 
too tired or anything. It really feels good 
to win again." 

In the end, the cruising Carmichael 
held a short, comfortable lead on the 
Windham-Pichon duel for second. 
Windham held off the stubborn Pichon 
for second, while the Hondas of Lamson 
and Sheak were fourth and fifth. 

“I've got to get a better start," grum- 
bled Windham in the winner's circle. 
"The starts are just killing me. I had a 
good pace, and I stayed right with Ricky 
once I got up there. I guess a two is as 
good as a one in the first moto, as far as . 
the overall goes, so I just need to worry 
about getting up there at the start." 
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“That was maybe my best race this 
year,” said Pichon, who has been 
improving seemingly by the race. “I am 
riding smarter and trying to get good 
finishes and not crash by trying too 
hard. I think that it’s better for me to 
ride like this because I was hurt early in 
the year and I am still coming back.” 
Unfortunately for Pichon, the French- 
man did crash in the second moto and 
seemed to reinjure a muscle he pulled in 
his left leg earlier in the week. He sol- 
diered on for 11th in obvious pain. 

Carmichael holeshot the second moto 
and appeared ready to run away and 
hide as he has done so many other times 
this year. But after opening a lead of 
about five seconds on Lamson and Huff- 
man, Carmichael seemed to lose his fast 
line around the track, and his lap times 
started climbing from a low of 2:22. 

To the surprise of many, Carmichael 
was passed with relative ease by both 
Lamson and Huffman before settling 
down into a fast pace. Carmichael's 
mechanic, Chad Watts, let him know 
that third place would still be good 
enough for the overall, since Windham 
again penalized himself with a poor 


start. With Ferry running fourth a safe 


distance behind.him, the kid rode a 
smart race to claim the overall. 

“It’s about the title now, not winning 
motos, and I knew right where I was," 
Carmichael said later. "I was getting 
hot, and Lammy and Huffy were riding 
really good. I was afraid I was going to 
start overheating like I almost did at 
Kenworthy last weekend. I just played it 
safe and consistent, and it paid off with 
the overall win." 

Lamson stayed safely ahead of Huff- 
man throughout the second moto to 
claim his first moto win since the season 
opener. Both riders claimed that they 
were unable to get it going in the first 
moto, but the second moto seemed like 
a whole different race to them. 

"| just rode stiff and tight in the first 
moto, and І really wasn't riding my 
best," said Lamson in the winner's circle. 
"This time I decided that - no matter 
what - I was going to push it as hard as I 
could. After a few laps, I found my lines, 
settled down, and caught Carmichael. 
After that, I just rode my own race. Now 
I feel like I'm almost back, and I can't 
wait for the last three nationals." 

“Т didn't get a chance to ride very 
much in practice and I didn't have to 
qualify, so I think that all caused me to 
pump up in the first moto,” said Huff- 
man, who has been putting in his best 
rides of the season these last two week- 
ends. “Т think I rode well in the second 
moto, and if I would have loosened up a 
little sooner, I might have had a chance 
at the win." 

Ferry finished fourth, with Windham 
a discouraged fifth. The Hondas of 
Sheak, Reynard and Stephane Roncada 
were next. PE's Ron Tichenor and 
Honda of Troy's Casey Lytle rounded 
out the top 10. CN

PEORIA, IL, AUG. 3 
jt the 49th annual Peoria TT, Joe 
Kopp finally got what he 
deserved. 

It wasn’t like he hadn’t been asking 
for his first AMA Grand National victo- 
ry. He'd worked his tail off for it, com- 
ing up just short on both his 600 and his 
750 on more than a few occasions since 
joining up with Kenny Tolbert on the 
Mike Shattuck-owned Harley-Davidson 
of Sacramento team in 1996. And it is 
likely that nobody who was at the his- 
toric Peoria Motorcycle Clubgrounds 
will ever forget how Lady Luck practi- 
cally tore what should have been a sure 
win from his arms in 1996. 

She smiled on him a year later, as the 
26-year-old from Mica, Washington, 
earned his first AMA Grand National 
win in stirring fashion at the oldest 
Grand National facility in existence, 
thus permanently etching his name in 
the books, alongside dirt track racing 
legends such as Markel, Mann, Graham 
and Carr. Incidentally, Kopp's win also 
gave Texas tuner Kenny Tolbert his 
ninth Grand National victory at the Peo- 
ria Clubgrounds, eight of them coming 
in succession during the Chris Carr era. 

Though early portions of the race 
mirrored those leading to his near-disas- 
trous attempt at the 1996 TT, it was a 
much cooler and more collected Kopp 
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who slipped through the 
pack after a mediocre fifth- 
place start to run down his 
rivals, waiting eight laps 
before making a deliberate 
pass on last year's winner, 
Andy Tresser, as they 
hooked up and powerslid 
off turn two. Kopp's victo- 
ry was no cakewalk from 
there, however, as he then 
had to call upon all his con- 
centration to deal with the 
almost unbearable pressure 
from perhaps the most 
tenacious rider on the cir- 
cuit, Team Harley-David- 
son's Scott Parker. After 25 
intense laps, Kopp took the 
win by a mere bike length. 
It was more than enough to 
wipe out the year's worth 
of frustration after his 
crash-to-third run in the 
event last year. 

"This is hard to 
describe," an uncharacteris- 
tically emotional Kopp said 
afterward. “It’s something 
that I’ve waited for my 
whole life. I’ve had the 
right team behind me for 
two years now, and we've 
struggled a lot this year. I 
had to do something to pay 
them back. I'm so happy 
for Mike Shattuck - all of us

The second-placed Parker was some- 
what less than overjoyed with his per- 
formance, perhaps in the knowledge 
that, although he had come closer than 
ever to realizing the dream of winning 
at one of the few events he has failed to 
conquer during his illustrious career, a 
series of miscues had cost him the victo- 


Parker got a solid third-place run off 
the line, following Tresser and Gardner 
Racing/BBRP rider Dan Stanley for the 
first two circuits before moving to sec- 
ond and then almost immediately losing 
the position to the charging Kopp. Park- 
er then dogged Kopp, keeping pace 
with him as the pair blitzed past Tresser 
in unison on the eighth lap. And that's 
when things started to happen - little 
things, such as falling off the groove in 
turns one and two, or running wide off 
four. Parker actually appeared to carry 
more speed than Kopp throughout the 
race, but the seven-time AMA Grand 
National Champion could not match 
him down the front straightaway, and 
the mistakes at the entrance to and exit 
from that part of the course were costly. 
In the end, it all added up to equal a bid 
that fell short, as Parker finished second, 
a position that he has earned at Peoria 
several times before. Close, but no cigar. 

"This sucks," Parker said. "I came 
here to win. We were going good, but 
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we got beat. I felt real good and could 
go anywhere on the race track. In my 
opinion, I was faster than him almost 


everywhere, but I needed more on the 
front straight. But I ain't complaining. 
We'll get 'em next year." 

Defending event champion Andy 
Tresser came home third aboard his 
Aupperle Construction/Harry Hoff- 
man/BSM Motorsports Wood-Rotax, 
arguably an adequate and respectable 
defense of the title. The Californian did 
what he could, running at the front from 
the start and for a time holding a sizable 
lead over the advancing Kopp and Park- 
er. But when they did finally come, 
there was little fight left in Tresser, who 
admitted that the heat and humidity 
sapped more out of him than he had 
hoped it would. Still, with Parker and 
Kopp gone, Tresser had more than 
enough of an advantage on the rest of 
the field to cruise the remaining 17 laps 
to the finish and land on the podium for 
the second straight year. 

“I'm not bummed,” Tresser said. “1 
was making too many mistakes early in 
one and two, and I thought that if I 
could gather 'em back up, then I could 
attack. But the heat got to me. We just 
need to train harder next year. I stjll love 
coming here." 

Fourth went to the hardest-working 
man on the track, Total Control Racing's 
Kevin Atherton. The 26-year-old Michi- 
gander had a long day, to be sure, crash- 
ing in his heat race, and then starting 
from the penalty line in his semi after 
switching motorcycles. Atherton was 
forced to come from outside of the third 
row in the main event, and was a mere 
13th after the opening lap. From there, 
he seemed to be turning among the 
fastest laps on the race track as he cut 
through the pack like a wedge, picking 
up the fourth position just as Corbin 
Racing /R&R's Rich King dropped off 
the pace with ignition problems on lap 
17. Atherton then put it on cruise for the 
rest of the race. Like former factory 
teammate Parker, Atherton was disap- 
pointed with his result. 


“I was really mad, because I had 


crashed earlier, but that mistake 


might've been good after all, because all 
day long the (production) ATK didn't 
have a good motor, and the Wood bike 
did," Atherton said. "At the last minute, 
we made the decision to use the Wood 
bike, so I could pass 'em on the straight. 
I just got held up back there. I can do 
better than fourth at Peoria, but hey, I 
did two 'one-handers' off the jump." 

Stanley pulled through to a 
respectable fifth, having done little more 
than get passed all race. Thanks to a 
quick start, however, the Washington- 
ian, who has now apparently found a 
new home in the Gardner Racing stable 
for the remainder of the year, didn't get 
passed much, as solid riding kept him 
near the front for the duration of the 25- 
lapper. | 

"I'm happy," Stanley said. "I faded a 
little bit, but not too bad. I just couldn't 


get off the corners. 
But it was my best 
day at Peoria, 
that's for sure."

Lynch Racing / Beale 
Peterbilt’s Paul Lynch was 11th, with 
Gardner Racing /Walters Bros. Harley- 
Davidson's Dan Butler finishing 12th 
over Mayfield Brokerage's Steve May- 
field, H-D Central/Frontier H-D/Fred’s 
Speed & Sport rider Dale Jenneman, and 
former AMA 600cc National Champion 
Mickey Fay. Bartels’ Harley-Davidson's 
Johnny Murphree, King, and Engines 
Only's John Hlebo III rounded out the 
field. 

With the series eclipsing the halfway 
mark, and the three-race "hell week" 
underway, Davis still holds a solid 22- 
point advantage over Parker, 207-185. 
Atherton gained points on the leader 
but lost ground on Parker; Atherton is 
third with 166. King is fourth with 143, 
and Camlin now has sole occupation of 
fifth place with 117.

Fisher grabbed the holeshot in the 
first of the four 10-lap heats, followed by 
Jeff Annen, Atherton and Tresser. 
Atherton moved around Annen to grab 
second and set off in pursuit of Fisher, 
while Tresser made his way to third. 
The top three then began to move away 
from the field, with Tresser pressuring 
Atherton for second as the pair skidded 
into turn one on lap six. The pair tan- 
gled, and Atherton suddenly lost con- 
trol and threw his ATK into the bales off 
turn two. He was up quickly, and 
walked away as the race continued. 

Tresser then blasted by Fisher going 
into turn one two laps later and went on 
to take a convincing win, as Fisher held 
on for second. 

“I didn't get the best of starts, and I 
do want to apologize to Kevin (Ather- 
ton) and his team, because I know they 
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work hard,” Tresser said. “We made 
contact out there, and we got into each 
other and locked bars. It wasn’t an 
intentional plan to move him out.” 

Atherton’s departure created a dog- 
fight for third place between Lynch and 
Mayfield. Lynch appeared to be in con- 
trol of the final transfer spot, but May- 
field got an excellent drive down the 
front chute. Lynch held off Mayfield for 
the final spot by the width of a front tire. 

Davis elected to start on the outside 
in heat two and it paid off as he squirted 
into the lead, with Landes and Beattie 
right behind him. A bit further back, 
King was mired in fifth, behind Lonnie 
Kopp, but quickly put him away to grab 
fourth as Fay advanced to fifth. King 
continued on the move, but he slipped 
off the groove in turn four on lap four 
and lost a lot of the ground he had 
already made up. In the meantime, 
Davis was doing an excellent job of 
holding off Landes. 

King regrouped and took the third 
spot away from Beattie on lap eight after 
the Canadian smoked it off into turn 
three and slipped off the rubber. Davis 
took the win - setting fast time to take 
the pole, some five lengths ahead of 
Landes, while King came through in 
third for the final transfer. 

“Can you believe it? | won a race at 
Peoria,” Davis said. “This ATK is work- 
ing great, and all the guys at TCR are 
doing a heck of a job. We’re gonna try 
and get a holeshot and win this thing. 
Hopefully we can get into traffic and 
hold 'em off in traffic to win it. 
Wouldn't that be something?" 

Camlin got the lead into turn one, 
followed by Murphree, with Graham 
and Kopp in third and fourth as heat 
three got under way. Kopp was the man 
on the move, putting Graham away 
before the jump and then railing past 
Murphree off turn four to challenge 
Camlin. But the Illinois miler was hang- 
ing tough, and he remained in the lead 
to the halfway point before a red flag 
was thrown after Russ Yamamoto 
flipped off the track at the entrance to 
turn three. Yamamoto was unhurt. 

Camlin lined up at the front of the 
single-file restart, followed by Kopp, 
Murphree and Graham, and got another 
good start on Kopp, who almost got into 
Camlin when they hit the jump. Graham 
got a good run on Murphree and then 
slipped off the groove in turn four, 
allowing Murphree and J.P. Simonsen 
by him.

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Kopp continued to hound Camlin, 
and finally made the winning pass over 
the jump on lap seven. Camlin contin- 
uéd in second, the lead pair by now well 
ahead of Murphree, who broke away 
from a three-man race between Butler, 
Bryan Bigelow and Graham. That’s how 
they finished, with Kopp, Camlin and 
Murphree earning the direct transfers. 

“The track is so different this year,” 
Kopp said. “If you can get off the corner 
here, you’re going to do good here. It 
doesn’t matter what you do on the back 
stretch. Once I got by Davey, I knew 
that he was still right there. It's so dry. 
Last year it was a lot tackier." 

Parker grabbed the holeshot to lead 
the 12-rider field away from the line in 
the final heat, but the seven-time champ 
blew it big time going into one as he 
slipped wide, allowing Stanley, J.R. 
Schnabel and Hlebo to drive into the 
transfer positions. But Parker wasn't 
through yet, as he got under Hlebo off 
turn four and then caught Schnabel just 
before the halfway flags. Then the 
young Wisconsinite suffered mechanical 
failures, which forced him to yield the 
runner-up spot to Parker, who quickly 
cut the gap between himself and race 
leader Stanley. 

Parker caught the Washington TT 
specialist in turn four on lap eight and 
then attempted to "slide job" his way 
into the lead as the pair backed it into 
turn one. He did - only to slide across in 
front of Stanley and drop to second 
again. Stanley picked up a length on 
Parker, who then waited to the last lap 
before attempting a slingshot move to 


take the win at the checkered flag. Stan- | 


ley prevailed by half a bike length over 
Parker, who finished well ahead of 
Hlebo. 

"| knew it was Scott Parker behind 
me - he's the only guy who will come 
up behind you and rev his motor to try 
and distract you," Stanley said. "It 
worked once, but not the second time. 
There's a little bit more adrenaline 
(when it's Parker), because he's a hell of 
a rider."

Paul Bergstrom took control in the 
first of three eight-lappers designed to 
fill out the 18-rider Grand National 
field, but it was all for naught as both he 
and Graham jumped the start and were 
ordered to the penalty line.

Beattie got the nod as they worked off 
turn two and over the jump. Beattie then 
promptly checked out to take the victo- 
ry, and most of the attention then 
turned to Graham and Jenneman, who 
were locked in a titanic struggle for the 
other transfer spot. Graham caught Jen- 
neman at the halfway point, and then 
hounded him for the next three laps 
before making a textbook pass over the 
jump. It wouldn't stick, as Jenneman 
ducked underneath Graham off turn 
four and outpowered him down the 
front straight to gain entry into the final. 

Steve Mayfield appeared to jump the 
start as he took to the front of semi num- 
ber two, but the race remained under 
green, and his starting-line advantage 
was all the Californian needed as he 
never relinquished the lead position. 
Fay pulled through to take the second 
spot, ahead of Bret Beyer, while Schn- 
abel was riding his tail off to run fourth 
by the halfway point. Both Beyer and 
Schnabel caught the lead pair to create a 
four-rider freight train to the finish, but 
neither of the Wisconsin riders would 
get past former 600cc National Champi- 
on Fay, who held them off to finish sec- 
ond and earn a berth in the main event, 
along with Mayfield. 

Atherton switched motorcycles and 
thus handicapped himself by having to 
start on the penalty line. Josh Butler 
popped into the lead off the start of the 
final semi, with Dan Butler in close pur- 
suit, but Atherton was already on the

Atherton stayed on a roll, shooting 


. past Troy Thames to run third as AMA 


starter Steve Faraci displayed the 
halfway flags, and then passed Josh But- 
ler for second on the front straight one 
lap later. Atherton just as quickly made 


his way to leader Dan Butler's rear 
wheel, and waited another lap before 
ducking under his former TCR team- 
mate in turn one to take the lead after 
Butler slipped off the groove. Atherton 
and Butler were the final entrants to the 
25-lap main.

In the meantime, Parker was all over 
the race track on his way to the front, as 
he went wide off turn four and then 
grabbed traction off the banking next to 
the fence to shoot into the third spot. 
Kopp was right there as well, and he 
pulled past Parker to take it away as 
they ran into turn one. 

“I got him (Parker) a little sooner 
than I expected,” Kopp said. “Once I 
did, I knew that as long as І didn’t bob- 
ble, I was going to be all right. I settled 
down a lot.” 

With the leaders grabbing most of 
the attention, King and Atherton were 
already charging through the field, run- 
ning eighth and ninth, respectively, by 
lap four. 

^| needed to be on the second row,” 
Atherton said. “I was on the third row, 
and just had to pass a lot of guys. This is 
a hard place to pass.” 

Davis was off to a good start, run- 
ning behind Stanley in fifth before King 
and Atherton went by at the halfway 
mark. Fisher dropped off the pace and 
fell back to ninth, while Camlin and 
Landes came forward, ultimately leav- 
ing Davis in eighth, where he would 
remain to the finish. 

“Т did better than I expected to, but I 
blew it,” Davis said. “I felt like I 
could've gone faster if I was up front, 
but I missed the start. Eighth is about 
what I expected, though. Shoot, I'll 
probably frame this one. My ATK was 
working great all day. I just couldn't get 
into a rhythm." 

Landes could, however, and made his 
way to seventh before the race was over.

event on the front row. That's one of the 
high points of our season." 

Camlin held tight in sixth, turning 
more than a few heads in the process. 

"If I could do that jump a little better, 
I could do all right here," Camlin said. 
"| need to be more assertive - remember, 
I got hurt here a couple years ago. I just 
told Skip that I wanted to be the first 
guy out for practice, and I was. And I 
wanted to practice until they wouldn't 
let me anymore, and I did. Every lap, I 
. got more and more confident." 

Kopp was getting more and more 
confident, and more calculated too, as 
he was consistently able to bury it deep 
in turn one after rocketing down the 
front straightaway each lap. With Parker 
right on Kopp's tail, both moved in on 
Tresser, and both slid under the Cali- 
fornian on lap eight. It was a-two-horse 
race after that, as Tresser relaxed and 
concentrated on maintaining a consis- 
tent pace. 

"The pressure to win two in a row 
turned out to be more than I thought," 
Tresser said. “The bike ran excellent, but 
I just knew I didn't have enough to stay 
with Joe and Scotty." 

Parker continued on pace with Kopp, 
the champ seemingly probing for weak- 


nesses - and learning what his own were 
- before making a pass for the lead. 
Then, on lap 17, it happened: Parker 
made a costly mistake as he got crossed 
up off turn four and parked it, handi- 
capping Kopp some seven lengths. 
Parker made the ground up quickly, 
and again pulled to Kopp's rear wheel 
before slipping off the groove again on 
lap 22 and losing even more ground 
than he had the first time. 

"He put 10 lengths on me," Parker 
said. "I could reel him in, but I couldn't 
do anything with him. The only place I 
could pass him was over the jump, and 
he was getting over it pretty well. I 
knew that I wasn't going to pass him on 
the front straight, so I just said, ‘Play it 
cool, collect your points, and we'll see 
him again at Rapid City.'" 

There was just no stopping Kopp, 
who maintained a bike length's advan- 
tage between himself and Parker down 
the front straightaway for the final time. 
Kopp pumped his fist in the air as he 
rolled under Steve Faraci's checkered 
flag. 

“I'm lost,” Kopp said. “This is some- 
thing that I’ve dreamed of. I usually 
don't count laps, but when І saw the 
five-lap board, I started counting. When 
I got to two, I saw the white flag, so I 


miscounted in there somewhere. But 
this (win) is definitely gonna be a big 
kick in the butt for us. And I know that 
this is one of those tracks that rewards 
an all-around rider."

3 

astrol Honda's John Kocinski 

booked an important psychological 

victory at the seventh round of the 
World Superbike Series. Just three weeks 
after his double victory in front of his 
home crowd at Laguna Seca, he not only 
survived the expected Carl Fogarty dom- 
inance at the Brit’s own home track, but 
even flourished: The Arkansas native 
leaves England with the championship 
points lead without winning a race. 

The European round of the World 
Superbike Championship was run in 
chaotic circumstances, with both heats 
being interrupted: one due to a serious 
crash and the other one due to rain. The 
first race was won by Pier-Francesco 
Chili in a straightforward manner, while 
Fogarty took most points in the second 
heat after aggregate times of the two 
“halves” of the rain-interrupted race 
were factored together. 

The race-two points were a good 
thing for the former World Superbike 
Champion - after having crashed out of 
race one - and amounted to a little psy- 
chological victory of his own, as he was 
able to stay in front of “Rain Master” 
Kocinski for most of the soaking-wet 
second half of the race. 

Race-one winner Chili was an unfor- 
tunate victim of Fogarty’s race-two 
charge: He was tapped by Fogarty as the 
British rider moved past, and the Italian 
was left to walk back to the pits after 
another unfortunate incident. 

Two Yamahas filled the race-one 


podium: Factory rider Scott Russell 
scored his top finish of the year and was 
followed by Niall Mackenzie. 

By far the biggest surprise of the 
weekend was the performance of 
Michael Rutter. The 23-year-old crossed 
the line ahead of two former World 
Champions in race two, taking the phys- 
ical victory but ultimately being credited 
with third behind Fogarty and Kocinski 
after aggregate times for the red-flag- 
interrupted race were calculated. 

Kocinski is the new leader in the 
championship series point standings, 
with a four-point advantage over Fogar- 
ty, the reverse of the situation coming 
into the European round. Third man 
Aaron Slight - seventh and eighth on the 
day - is already more than 50 points 
behind Fogarty. 

Both main-title candidates know 
what is expected from them for the next 
couple of races. “The Austrian round 
will be a big challenge for us,” Fogarty 
said. “We are down on speed compared 
to the Hondas, and that could be a prob- 
lem. But hopefully the guys in the team 
will find some more power for me 
before that race. Assen, on the other 
hand, is one of my favorite tracks, so I 
don't worry too much about that.” 

Kocinski looks forward to the two 
other races scheduled for the month of 
August. “The Al-Ring and Assen are 
among the faster circuits, which should 
suit my style and bike even better than 
here,” Kocinski said. 


RACE ONE 


Ducati teamster Niel Hodgson took 
the holeshot, but was only in front for 
half a lap when Fogarty took over and 





led at the stripe, followed by Hodgson, 
Chili, Kawasaki-mounted Simon Crafar, 
and Russell. Soon after, however, the 
red flag came out, due to young Briton 
Graeme Ritchie crashing at high speed 
(see Briefly...). The race was restarted 
one hour later. 

Hodgson again led from the get-go 
and seemed desperate to lead at least a 
few laps in front of the record atten- 
dance of 67,000 spectators. He kept 
everyone mostly behind for 11 laps, 
though his lead was interrupted for a 
short while by fast Italian Chili, while 
Kocinski, Fogarty, Crafar and Russell 
were in hot pursuit in the early stages. 
Four laps into Hodgson's 11-lap reign, 
this chasing quartet was suddenly 
reduced to two riders when Fogarty 
high-sided - much to the disappoint- 
ment of his British fans - and took Cra- 
far with him to the tarmac. 

"| felta bit frustrated about not get- 
ting to the front easier, and at one 
moment, the rear came around,” Fogar- 
ty explained. “There was nothing I 
could do.” 

Crafar was in the same situation and 
hit the Ducati before going down him- 
self. 

“1 desperately wanted to win in the 
dry,” the Kiwi said. “I went for 100 per- 
cent, but then Foggy high-sided and I 
couldn't avoid his bike. It's a pity that it 
happened, because after the race we saw 
that my and Carl's lap times were at 
least as good as the times put down by 
the guys who ended up front." 

At the halfway stage, things settled 
down a bit after Chili stamped his 
authority on the race and stormed from 
third place to first in the space of two 


laps. The veteran racer gradually drew 
away from his pursuers, leaving Kocins- 
ki, Russell, Hodgson and Niall Macken- 
zie battling it out for themselves for the 
remaining rostrum positions. Kocinski 
had been lying second for a while, but 
when Russell took over that place with 
10 laps to go, he did not look prepared 
to give it up. After Fogarty crashed, 
most of the British cheers went to Hodg- 
son and - after he lost more and more 
ground due to a rear tire losing grip - 
then to Mackenzie. 

The Scot was performing brilliantly, 
eventually taking third position at the 
expense of Kocinski. Russell, on the 
other hand, stayed in second position 
until the finish. At the end, Chili took 
another victory at Brands Hatch. 

“After I had taken pole on Saturday, 
I knew I could make another excellent 
result at this circuit,” the Italian said. “I 
am happy to win, especially as we beat 
all the younger guys. In the beginning of 
the race, I had some problem passing 
John (Kocinski), who brakes very late. 
Still, I succeeded in passing him on the 
brakes." 

For Russell, second was his best per- 
formance since he signed on for Yama- 
ha. ^This is a very demanding track," 
the Georgian said. “In the closing stages, 
I got a pain in the neck. John Kocinski 
has been saying the whole season that

he has a fast bike, and I must agree with 
him. When I finally got past him, I also 
tried to catch Chili, but he was too far 
away.” 

Mackenzie was also very happy 
about this unexpected result. 

“I was happy to oblige the British 
fans after Carl had retired,” Mackenzie 
said. “I had a great start, but after I lost 
the front a few times, I cooled down a 
bit. Maybe I could’ve passed Scott, but 
there were only a few places where 1 
was faster than him, but those places 
were not very safe. On the last lap, І 
hoped to pass him in the first corner; I 
only made it one corner further, but 
Scott got back and I finally had to settle 
for third.” 

Third was a big surprise for Macken- 
zie, all the more so as he had retired 
after the warmup lap because his foot- 
peg had broken off. When the race was 
interrupted after two laps and restarted, 
he got a chance to have another go at 
scoring some points. 

Kocinski finished fourth, at the back 
of the chasing group battling for second 
position. 

"I know I could've got second place, 
but my chance came in the final few laps 
and by then the rear tire was worn and 
sliding," Kocinski said. "I could close on 
both Mackenzie and Russell into the 
corners, but powering out of corners 
was where I lost out. I got the signal that 
Carl was out of the race, so finishing 
was my aim." 

Castrol Honda teammate Slight 
crossed the finish line in seventh posi- 
tion after closing on the two riders 
ahead of him - Akira Yanagawa and 
Hodgson - in the closing stages. 

“I was convinced I could pass both of 
them before I started struggling to get 
around backmarkers,” Slight said. “My 
start let me down, but I’m sure І can do 
better in the second race.” 

Mike Hale came home 10th. 

“The tire didn’t seem to want to hook 
up in the early part of the race, so I had 
to radically alter my style,” Hale said. 
“Once I had figured out the best way to 
cope with it, I was able to put in a string 
of consistent fast times.” 


RACE TWO 


Things might not have gone exactly 
as scheduled in the first race, but that 
was nothing compared to what hap- 
pened later in the afternoon. When the 
riders lined up for the second race, a 
light drizzle started to fall. It was noth- 
ing spectacular or menacing, and every- 
body hoped that the dark clouds would 
soon be blown away. 

And so, under threatening skies, 
Hodgson once again got away the 
fastest, with most of the favorites right 
behind him. Russell lost some ground in 
the infamous Druids corner when he ran 
wide, but it wasn’t a big loss of time - 
the race was 25 laps. 

Chili took command of the race a few 
laps later, followed this time by Crafar 
and Fogarty, with Hodgson fading back. 

A few laps later, Fogarty worked his 
way past Crafar and started to attack the 
leader, fellow Ducati rider Chili. On the 
seventh lap, the Briton steamrollered his 
way into the lead, diving perhaps a tiny 
bit too enthusiastically into the inside of 
Chili entering Druids and losing the 
front for a fraction of a second - just 
enough to clip the front wheel of the 
number-seven Ducati, sending Chili into 
the gravel pit where he just barely sur- 
vived a crash. As the Italian rolled to a 
halt in the dust, Fogarty waved his hand 
as a token of apology, but that did little 
to alleviate the fact that Chili was out of 
the running. 

With the typically Italian sense for 
passion, Chili burst into tears, waving at 
the heavens and asking what he had 
done to deserve this, and later walked 
back to the pit, receiving the public’s 
ovations on his way down. 

On the ninth lap, Fogarty had a small 
lead over Crafar and Hodgson, with the 
Kawasaki being overtaken by Hodgson 
a lap later. Some way behind, Kocinski 
was leading the chasing group, a group 
consisting of Whitham, Russell, Slight 
and Yanagawa. 

But at that time, the threat of real rain 
was fulfilled, making conditions more 
and more dangerous. After 10 laps, the 
red flags went out and the riders were 
called in. A quarter of an hour later, a 





15-minute wet warmup was organized, 
with the best time going to a surprising 
Michael Rutter. When the remaining 22 
riders showed up at the grid another 
quarter of an hour later, the rain was 
pouring down, and the four-stroke spe- 
cialists had a go at their sixth wet race of 
the season. 

This time, Russell was first away 
when the lights turned green. But Fogar- 
ty again took the point, doing so just 
before the pack had passed the pit 
straight for the first time. Quite a bit 
more surprising, however, was the per- 
formance of 23-year-old Rutter, who 
soon showed he was not happy with 
second place behind Fogarty, and 
stormed to the front on the third lap. 
Rutter was still leading on the following 
lap, with Fogarty close behind. Russell 
trailed a “safe” distance behind, with a 
small gap to Kocinski and Yanagawa. 

It was then that Kocinski started his 
charge, gaining about one second per 
lap on Fogarty. Russell wasn’t too much 
of a problem for the Honda rider, but 
things got really thrilling when Kocinski 
got Fogarty into his sights. Rutter, 
meanwhile, had pulled out quite a com- 
fortable lead. 

The second half of this rainy race

turned out to be one of the most spectac- 
ular thrillers the World Superbike title 
pretenders had ever put on. As expect- 
ed, Fogarty was passed by “Rain Mas- 
ter” Kocinski, but the former World 
Superbike Champion was not going to 
give up - quite the contrary. 

Despite the fact that on the starting 
grid he had opted for a set of harder 
tires, hoping that the rain would stop 
during the race, Fogarty had to continue 
the battle against the wet-weather spe- 
cialist with a slight disadvantage. Slid- 
ing more than riding in several places, 
Fogarty battled back, forcing his way 
next to and, on some occasions, even in 
front of the Honda of Kocinski, taking 
the fastest race lap time in the process. 

Only on the last lap did Fogarty cool 
down a bit - well aware that his five- 
second lead over Kocinski in the first 
“half” of the red-flag-interupted race 
provided him with a big enough cush- 
ion to allow him to cross the finish line 
a few seconds behind Kocinski. Rutter, 
who took victory in a dominant way,

Chili gets another pole 


esurfacing the Brands Hatch track was probably not "E E HEELS т 
В: іп an effort to try to keep Carl Fogarty’s title ЖМ 1 E. 
chances alive, but the construction works did boost ei d 
the self-confidence of a former World Champion who had 
seen his championship lead shrink to four points at John 
Kocinski's home track in Laguna Seca three weeks earlier. 
The new surface proved to offer plenty of grip and most of 
the bumps had been ironed out - another potential obstacle 
for Fogarty, who has been complaining about his bike's 
handling all year long. 

Still, it was Pier-Francesco Chili (right) who took pole 
position on the first day and would end up with it on the 
last. The Italian profited from the modified engine charac- 
teristics of his twin and blasted to an impressive 1.27.112 
on Friday on a track where Kocinski held the lap record 
with a time of 1.28.02. 

The battle was far from over, though, as no fewer than 
10 other riders clocked within the same second оп the first 
qualifying day. Chili stayed on top the next morning, 
underbidding his own time with 1.26.686. As usual, things 
really started to heat up in the afternoon, during the last quarter of the final qualifying session. 

Fogarty - second in the first session - had shown everyone the way for most of the session, bet- 
tering his day's best 1.26.850 during three laps in a row, until he ended up in 1.26.392 with 18 min- 
utes to go. | 

Meanwhile, cards were being reshuffled behind the British rider's back, with Chili promoting 
himself to second position, Kocinski coming from nowhere (or, more accurately, from around 
12th) to third at one moment, and then Niall Mackenzie storming to fourth and even to second 
with eight minutes to go. 

Only then did all hell break loose. Six minutes before the end, Chili took over command, clock- 
ing first a 1.26.320, and one lap later the ultimate pole-position time of 1.25.960, pushing Carl Fog- 
arty down to second position, with Neil Hodgson and Mackenzie completing row one. 

Simon Crafar and Akira Yanagawa qualified fifth and sixth, with Kocinski dropping back to 
seventh. Chili, the first man to get two pole positions this season, was very happy with his result.

finally ended up third on the rostrum 
on aggregate time, behind winner 
Fogarty and second man Kocinski. For 
Rutter, this was a result he had never 
hoped for and which left him speech- 
less even half an hour after the race. "I 
still cannot believe it," he said. "The 
Michelins were great, and I was trying 
my hardest. But I had never expected 
that that would be enough to keep 
those guys behind me.” 

Kocinski was happy to take the 
championship lead back at the circuit 
supposed to benefit his archrival Fogar- 
ty most. 

"This is my first time on this machine 
on the wet in Brands Hatch," Kocinski 
said. "I took it very easy in the begin- 
ning, looking (to see) where there was 
enough traction. I was not worried 
about the guy in front, but I wanted to 
keep Carl behind." 

For Fogarty, the victory was a fine 
revenge against fate after his dismal first 
race. 

“1 really wanted to win both parts of 
this heat," Fogarty explained of his risky 
riding style in the wet, "especially after 
the first heat, where I felt I had let 
myself and all the other people down. In 
the first half of the race, I didn't feel 
very comfortable, with the rain spitting 
down. In the second half, I wanted to go 
one further. In the beginning of the sea- 
son, I've shown that I can go consis- 
tently fast in the rain, but I hadn't yet 
pushed hard enough to win. I was dog- 
ging John, trying to get him to make a 
mistake. On the other hand, I didn't 
want to think about the five-second 
cushion I had built up in the first, dry 
half of the race, because if you start to 
relax in these conditions, you can easily 
lose an enormous amount of ground in 
a few laps' time." 

After the two race times had been 
added, Yanagawa took fourth position 
in front of Russell, Hodgson, Crafar and 
Slight. The first 11 laps had seen Russell 
drop to 14th place, but he was charging

through the field and was up to sixth 
when the race was stopped. This elevat- 
ed his grid position for the restart and 
he had made full use of it by taking the 
holeshot. 

"It wasn't too bad out there, but I 
was just feeling my way to begin with, 
and maybe I dropped down too much 
early on," the Georgian said. "Then a 
couple of guys passed me and I thought, 
'No way, and got my act together." 
Without the benefit of seeing who was 
actually in front of him, Russell had no 
way of knowing how close he was to 
claiming a second rostrum position of 
the day. "We'll get them soon," he pre- 
dicted. 

Crafar had started the wet second 
half of the heat much against his liking. 
“I didn't want to go out and play,” Cra- 
far said. "The tires we have haven't 
worked too well in these conditions. I 
know that's not a good attitude, but 
there are some dangerous places out 
there, and I don't want to risk my taking 
lots of points in this and the following 
races due to a crash. But I feel I am 
ready to start winning races." 

Slight finished eighth, once again 
battling with his machine all the way. 
"It was hard work with the bike moving 
around a lot in the wet," Slight said. 
“All I could do was hang on and hope 
for a strong finish. In the end, it was all 
about stacking up World Championship 
points and defending my third place in 
the standings." 

Suzuki's James Whitham and Yama- 
ha-mounted Chris Walker rounded out 
the top 10. CN

“When | saw Carl’s time of 1.26.3 on the clocks, І had already put away my ambitions to take 
pole,” Chili said. “But then I got a string of 1.26.4s іп a row - despite the traffic out there - which 
revived my hopes. I got back into the pit, had the mechanics put another racing tire (with some 
laps under its belt already) under the bike, and I went out again. Things went well then, even 
though not perfect, but I was happy to take pole.” ; 

Fogarty did not worry too much about just having lost pole position in the closing minutes. 
“We now seem to have a good basic setup,” Fogarty said. "Not using a softer tire also seemed to 
help. As I lean the bike more over in the corners in order to maintain a high cornering speed, soft 
tires seem to make the bike less stable in those conditions. 1 did my best times on harder racing 
tires, and that is my strategy for the next race weekends as well. As for tomorrow, I feel confident 
that I can win... at least if it stays dry." 

Hodgson qualified third and Mackenzie fourth. The veteran Scot's performance was some- 
thing of a surprise. | 

“This is a one-off ride for me, so there is not too much pressure,” Mackenzie explained. “We 
had some extra "97 parts for my '96 factory Yamaha and some good tires from Dunlop. And of 
course, I know the track inside out." 

Crafar parked his Kawasaki on the second row of the grid. "I am disappointed not to be on 
the first row,” the Kiwi said, "but that does not have to be such a big problem, as I've proved 
in the first half of the season. Having a good start will, however, be pretty important on this 
twisty track. The track surface is way better than last year, and Kawasaki has also made a lot of 
progress on the bike. This is the first time I equaled my lap times on a qualifying tire with a 
race tire." 

Kocinski qualified seventh. "It's going well for me," said the lap-record holder. “I was still try- 
ing different-compound tires during qualifying, but I’m certain I will be going for the win tomor- 
row. During tomorrow's warmup, I'll make up my mind as to the tire ГП be using. My qualifying 
time is not far off third time, so I don't worry too much." 

Piergiorgio Bontempi qualified eighth, followed closely by Aaron Slight, after having set his 
best lap time in the closing minutes in the slipstream of his teammate. 

"At that time, I was pretty happy about my race setup," Slight said. "We just didn't get the 
setup right at Laguna, but that's all changed now. There is a lot of grip out there, which means 
that you can use quite hard tires. І have been stringing a lot of fast lap times on race rubber, so I 
know that I can keep up a good pace tomorrow during the races.” 

James Whitham brought the first Suzuki to 10th, with Scott Russell managing only 11th. "I 
went the wrong way right at the wrong time," said the Yamaha rider, who had been third on Fri- 
day's provisional starting grid, but had been struggling with the front end on Saturday afternoon. 
1 want to do really well here and maybe I was just trying too hard. I should have really gone for 
it early on, but I made a few changes and I wasn't quite right."

ДІ tainty that every one of the 75,000 
El japanese fans who saw Shinichi Ito 
and Tohru Ukawa become the first all- 
Japanese team to win the Suzuka 8 
Hours since 1982 were misty-eyed at the 
finish of the race - either from the emo- 
tion of the moment or from the day-long 
rain delivered by the typhoon located 
some 125 miles to the south. 

The pair rode their Honda RC45 per- 
fectly in the most imperfect of all con- 
ditions to a well-deserved victory. Ito 
claimed the lead on lap eight, and the 
pair were never challenged over the 
remaining 178 laps. To their credit, they 
never displayed the wild kamikaze 
style of racing for which Japanese rid- 
ers are frequently known. After all, that 
approach may be effective in timed 
qualifying sessions and sprint races, 
but not in endurance races - especially 
wet endurance races. 

"It's great for me and for Tohru and 
everyone involved with the Horipro 
Honda effort," Ito said afterward. Not 
unlike Colin Edwards Il's victory in last 
year's Suzuka 8 Hours, Itoh's triumph 
was his first major victory in international 
road racing after competing in 500cc 
Grand Prix for four years without a win. 
This year marked Ito’s seventh attempt at 
the 8 Hours, and his previous best finish 
was second in 1995. The Japanese ace was 
third in 1994, and in '92 he crashed out of 
the race with 15 minutes left to go while 
only 10 seconds or so behind leader and 
eventual winner Daryl Beattie. 

Ito’s teammate Ukawa was riding in 
his third Suzuka 8 Hours, and his previ- 
ous best finish was eighth in last year's 
event when he teamed up with Miguel 
DuHamel. 

“Lam so happy," said Ukawa, who 
normally competes in the 250cc World 
Championship. "Winning Suzuka is a 
dream, and I’m pleased to have 
achieved it. My teammate made my life 
easy today." 

Much like the race in 1982, this Suzu- 
ka 8 Hours - sponsored by the soft-drink 
Sprite Cool - was held in steady rain 
‘that began at 9:30 a.m. the day before 
and was still falling the day after the 
race. The 186 laps that Ito and Ukawa 
turned in were the fewest ever for a 
Suzuka 8 Hours that was completed 
without being stopped by a red flag. 
(The race has been red-flagged twice in 
its 20-year run: the first in 1982 when 
rain made conditions too severe for rac- 
ing, and the second in 1994 when a 
multibike crash in the opening hour 
erupted into an out-of-control fire.) 

Finishing second, two minutes and 
four seconds behind, was the Castrol- 
sponsored Honda effort of John Kocin- 
ski and Barros, the last-minute replace- 
ment for injured Alex Criville. “If only" 
are the two words that best describe 
their day, as Kocinski had to pit twice in 
the first 10 laps to address a problem 
with his visor misting due to the humid- 
ity and the rain. At the completion of 
lap 11, Kocinski's first lap after the sec- 
ond unplanned stop, he was scored 57th 
out of the 69 bikes on the track. The 
team fought back to 25th after the first 
hour, 11th after the second hour, sixth 
after the third hour, fifth after the fourth 
hour, and were in second place by the 
fifth hour. 

"To finish on the podium is an 
achievement, let alone the runner-up 
place," Kocinski said. "For most of the 
race, we were the fastest team out there, 





and it's such a shame I had problems in 
the opening hour. It was great riding 
with Alex, and I'd love to come back 
here next year and ride with him again." 

Kocinski's boast of being the fastest 
team in the race was with merit: Kocin- 
ski and Barros had a faster lap time than 
Ito and Ukawa on 124 out of the 186 
laps completed by the top two teams. 

It was Barros' first race on a four- 
stroke bike since the 1993 Suzuka 8 
Hours, where he finished seventh on a 
Suzuki. Barros' performance, along with 
that of Ito and Ukawa, was further proof 
that the Grand Prix men can set up as 
well as ride a superbike better than the 
World Superbike boys can. Ito set the 
fastest lap of the race at 2:28.838, and 
Barros was second fastest at 2:29.130. 
Kocinski's best was 2:29.413. 

"I'm very happy,” Barros said. “The 
team, John, me, did a very hard job 
today. Unfortunately, we had a little 
problem at the beginning, but I always 
push hard and John push hard." 

The Lucky Strike-sponsored Kawasa- 


ki team of Akira Ryo and Shinya . 


Takeishi spoiled an all-Honda podium 
party. Ryo, one lap down from the lead- 
ers, clinched third place when Yamaha's 
Scott Russell overshot the 130R corner 
on the final lap while trying to hold off 
Ryo's challenge. Russell brought the 
Yamaha home in fourth, .193 of a second 
behind Ryo, the scene bringing back 
memories of the classic race in 1994 
when Aaron Slight beat Russell to the 
line by .288 of a second for the overall 
victory. 

“Т had to go deep (in the 130R cor- 
ner)," Russell said. "He was right on my 
ass. І went too deep, and slipped off the 
dry line. I was sick (over losing third).” 

Russell's partner was non-defending 
World Superbike Champion Troy Corser. 

“I’m sort of happy,” the Australian 
said. "We were sort of right there pretty 
much from the start of the race. (It was 
the) first time here really in the wet wet, 
particularly on the Yamaha, so it was a 
bit different and I had to get used to 
that."

Russell and Corser were the meat in 
a Lucky Strike sandwich, as the Lucky 
Strike-sponsored Suzuki of Doug Polen 
and Peter Goddard finished fifth with a 
total of 184 laps. The pair were delight- 
ed with the finish, having qualified a 
lowly 16th and with Goddard strug- 
gling with the flu through the race 
weekend. The biggest delight, though, 
was the fact that the position gave Polen 
and Goddard enough points to clinch 
the 1997 World Endurance Champi- 


.onship with one round left to run. 


“It’s nice to be World Champion 
again," said Polen with a smile. 

The Honda powerhouse team of 
Aaron Slight and Tadayuki Okada were 
thoroughly diluted by the wet condi- 
tions, finishing a disappointing sixth. 

"If I would have known how bad our 
bike was going to be in the rain, I would 
have stayed in bed," Slight admitted. 

Slight and Okada were the top finish- 
ers that ran the race with a five-stop 
strategy, as the five teams that finished 


* ahead of them all stopped at least six 


times. As Polen had figured out, the 
extra time gained on the race track with 
a rich carburetion setting more than off- 
sets the time lost by an additional pit 
stop. 

"Think about if you could run a sec- 
ond a lap faster," Polen explained. “In a 
200-lap race, that's 200 seconds. How 
much actual time on the race track 
would you lose (with an additional pit 
stop)? Under a minute. Out of the 200 
seconds, you now gained 140 seconds 
by running it richer. We found that I can 
go a second - maybe a little faster - a lap 
with it richer than not. It doesn't take a 
mathematician to add that one up." 

Like Slight and Okada, the seventh- 
place Lucky Strike-sponsored Kawasaki 
of Simon Crafar and Akira Yanagawa 
ran a five-stop race. Their Kawasaki was 


` the top-finishing entry on Dunlop tires, 


as Michelin tires were fitted to the top 
six finishing motorcycles. Crafar and 
Yanagawa were the second-fastest qual- 
ifiers in the dry; but in the wet, Crafar's

data that supports the theory that a 
Michelin rain tire is worth two to three 
seconds per lap. 

Crafar and Yanagawa were the last of 
the teams to have what could be called 
"minor" problems in the soggy race. 
Behind Crafar and Yanagawa was the 
Marlboro-sponsored Yamaha ridden by 
Wataru Yoshikawa and Norihiko Fuji- 
wara, followed by the pole-position 
Honda of youngsters Youichi Takeda 
and Daijiro Kato; both teams finished 
six laps behind Itoh and Ukawa, and 
both used Dunlop tires. 

The final spot in the top 10 went to 
the Yamaha Motor France entry of Jean- 
Marc Deletang and Jean-Phillipe Rug- 
gia, who completed 179 laps and were 
on Michelin tires. 

Notably absent from the top 10 were 
the Aoki brothers, Takuma and Nobuat- 
su, who each crashed the Ultraman- 
sponsored Honda once apiece. 

Defending event co-champion Colin 
Edwards II had to bow out after 
Wednesday's free practice because of 
nagging injuries from his collision with 
Ruggia on June 21 at the Monza World 
Superbike round (see Briefly...). 
Edwards' partner Noriyuki Haga 
teamed up with his older brother Ken- 
suke for the race, with Kensuke crashing 
their Marlboro-sponsored Yamaha twice 
when he touched the painted line at 
Degner Curve. Degner Curve also 
claimed Brit Terry Rymer early in the 
race, denying co-rider Piergiorgio Bon- 
tempi the opportunity to race their 
Kawasaki. Californian. Ben Bostrom, the 
sole full-time AMA racer in the race, was 
ultimately scored a non-finisher. 
Bostrom's Honda RC45 ran out of gas in 
the far-away Spoon Curve, and later the 
engine conked out while co-rider 
Toshiya Kobayashi was in the saddle.

morning and monotonically increased 
through the day, as did the wind. On 
Sunday, the center of the typhoon was

that it would stop before the end of the 
race. It never did. 

The only chance the teams had to 
practice in the wet was the 30-minute 
warmup session on Sunday morning. 
Historically, this session is a setup- 
check, tire-scrubbing, and pit-stop 
rehearsal period. This year it was a mad 
scramble to find a wet setup. However, 
due to the length of the 3.644-mile Suzu- 
ka Circuit, the brevity of the session, 
and the need for both riders to get some 
time on the bike in the wet, each rider 
was effectively limited to five or six 
practice laps.

Kensuke Haga grabbed the early lead 
from the Le Mans-style start. Kato fol- 
lowed, with Takuma Aoki third. At the 
end of the first lap, Aoki passed Kato to 
claim second, followed by Ito, Rymer, 
Katsuaki Fujiwara (Lucky Strike-Suzu- 
ki), Kocinski, Yanagawa, Polen and 
Takeishi in 10th. Surprisingly far back 
were Okada in 14th and Corser in 15th. 

Aoki took the lead from Haga at Deg- 
ner on lap two, and Kocinski jumped 
from seventh to second. Ito moved up to 
third, Kato dropped down to fourth and 
Haga down to fifth, and Polen climbed 
to sixth. Kocinski went into the lead on 
the third lap, and Polen moved around 
Haga. Takeishi was now up to seventh, 
and the Yoshimura Suzuki of Tamaki 
Serizawa had moved up to ninth.

ahead of Aoki to take over second. 
Polen was up to fourth, leading Kato, 
Haga, Takeishi, Serizawa, Fujiwara and 
Yanagawa in 10th. 

Ito progressively reduced Kocinski's 
lead to a mere few tenths of a second 
over the next three laps. It was as much 
a case of Kocinski slowing down as Ito 
speeding up, and Kocinski’s suspected 
problem was confirmed when he pulled 
into the pits most unexpectedly at the 
end of lap eight. 

“It must have been the humidity that 
misted the visor,” Kocinski explained 
later. “It’s all a mystery to me - I get a 
little bit of misting in World Superbike 
races in the wet, but nothing like this.” 

Kocinski pitted again on the next lap, 
and by lap 11, when he was fully back in 
the race, Kocinski was 57th and four 
minutes, 54 seconds behind Itoh. 

By the 30-minute mark, Haga had 
crashed the Yamaha at the exit of Degner, 
which also claimed Rymer a few laps later. 

"| just went running into Degner апа 
the back, way before the corner, the 
back just come around on me,” the lik- 
able Londoner Said. “I don't know what 
it was." 

By the end of the first hour, Ito had 
expanded his lead to 40 seconds over 
Aoki, and he then handed the bike over 
to Ukawa. Ukawa rejoined the race with 
an eight-second lead over Aoki. 
Takeishi was up to third, 14 seconds 
later; Kato was fourth, 46 seconds later; 
Corser was fifth, a additional eight sec- 
onds behind; Yanagawa was sixth, three 
seconds later; Sohwa seventh, four sec- 
onds later; and Goddard was eighth 
after taking over the Suzuki from Polen. 
Norihiko Fujiwara was ninth, two sec- 
onds behind Goddard with Yoshiteru 
Konishi now aboard the Yoshimura 
Suzuki in 10th, an additional 16 seconds 
back. The final bike on the lead lap was 
the Castrol Honda of Okada, a two-time 
winner of the race and one of the top 
riders in the world - yet he was danger- 
ously close to being lapped by the 
Ito/Ukawa Honda.

` best times. The first Michelin rider was fifth-fastest Shinya Takeishi on a 


Kawasaki at 2:10.425, followed by fellow Michelin rider Takuma Aoki 
on a Honda at 2:10.532. 

Dunlop riders Katsuaki Fujiwara (Suzuki, 2:10.549) and Piergiorgio 
Bontempi (Kawasaki, 2:10.902) claimed the seventh and eighth posi- 
tions, respectively. Then came two Michelin Hondas: those of Tohru 
Ukawa (2:10.617) and Aaron Slight (2:11.030) in 10th. 

John Kocinski qualified his Honda 12th at 2:11.048, using race-spec 
Michelins. Doug Polen (Suzuki, 2:12.578) was 16th, struggling with an 
engine that was overly leaned out. 

Yamaha's Scott Russell (2:12.293) was 17th, struggling trying to find 
a Michelin tire to his liking, as the settings he normally uses with Dun- 
lop tires in World Superbike were not compatible with the French rub- 
ber on the eight-hour bike. 

“It's very difficult to find enough grip," said Russell's chassis man, 
Anders Andersson. "It's like the tires and the bike are not friends yet.”

In the second hour, Sohwa's partner 
Satoshi Tsujimoto crashed in Spoon Cor- 
ner, dropping the team from eighth to 28th. 

At the one-quarter-distance mark, Ito 
was back aboard the lead Honda - 29 
seconds ahead of Nobuatsu Aoki. Then 
came Goddard, 19 seconds behind Aoki; 
Russell, nine seconds from Goddard; 
and Konishi, 15 seconds from Russell 
and the last rider still on the lead lap. A 
lap down were Crafar, Takeda, 
Yoshikawa, Slight, Ryo and Barros. 

In the third hour, Kato crashed at the 
hairpin, but was able to remount. 
Yoshikawa brought the Yamaha into the 
pits for a lengthy repair stop; and at the 
halfway point in the third hour, second- 
placed Takuma Aoki collided with a 
backmarker and crashed. Aoki limped 
the Honda back to the pits with the shift 
linkage dragging on the race track, 
rejoining after repairs in 14th place. 

After three hours, Ito had lapped the 
entire field. Polen was second after turn- 
ing in a few quick laps to pass Corser. 

Serizawa was 30 seconds behind the 
Polen/Corser duel, and Yanagawa was 
40 seconds behind Serizawa. Two laps 
down was Kocinski, followed by Kato, 
Okada (who was mixing it up with 
Polen and Corser, albeit a lap behind) 
and Takeishi. 

In the fourth hour, Kocinski got back 
one of the two laps he lost earlier when 
he passed Ukawa going in to the hair- 
pin. Later, Kensuke Haga crashed for 
the second time at Degner Curve, yet 
was able to pick the snaggletoothed 
Yamaha up and rejoin the race. 

At half-distance, Ukawa still had a 
full lap over the other teams. Russell 
had moved his Yamaha 36 seconds 
ahead of Goddard, with Konishi trailing 
by 27 seconds. Barros was back to being 
two laps down due to Kocinski’s trip to 
the pits just before the four-hour mark. 
Crafar was 13 seconds arrears of Barros, 
and fellow Lucky Strike Kawasaki rider 
Takeishi was 10 seconds behind Crafar. 
Then came Slight, 35 seconds later, and 
the last rider to be two laps down from 
the leading Honda. 

In the fifth hour, the Yoshimura 
Suzuki had a near miss at Degner Curve 
when a backmarker fell down in front of 
Konishi. Konishi was far less lucky 10 
laps later when Barros blasted through 
on the inside in the off-camber corner at 
the end of the esses section. Konishi 
bounced off the side of the Castrol 
Honda and tumbled with his Suzuki 
into the sand while Barros sped away 
from the scene. 

“The moment I put it inside, we 
touched,” Barros said, adding, “But it’s 
not my fault.” 

Russell gave up second when his rear 
tire suddenly lost air in the first corner 
and he had to cautiously ride the lap out 
to reach the pits. The team was prepar- 
ing for a stop anyway to allow Corser to 
go out, thus little time was lost in the ` 
pits. Ironically, the rear tire that was 
mounted on the Yamaha after the flat 
tire didn’t provide adequate traction 
and Corser struggled through his stint. 

After five hours, Ito continued to hold 
a one-lap advantage over the others. Bar- 
ros had moved all the way to second, 
and Polen was third, a distant 44 seconds 
behind. Corser was fourth, two laps 
down, followed by Crafar, Slight, and 
Ryo - all on the same lap. The next-clos- 
est rider was a further two laps behind. 

Despite the rain, the remainder of the 
race was relatively uneventful as far as 
serious mishaps and missteps are con- 
cerned. Race officials put out the “Lights 
On” sign at the six-hour mark, an hour 
earlier than usual due to the early dark- 
ness brought on by the thick cloud cover 
and the never-ending rain.

3 
ichael Doohan put one hand on 
AM his fourth successive World 
Championship at the Nelson 
Piquet circuit today, winning by only as 
much as he needed to on the slippery, 
resurfaced track. 

He had to tiptoe to victory because of 
a lack of grip - the race was uniquely 
run in the morning so that the time lost 
by crossing the Atlantic could be 
regained as much as possible for Euro- 
pean TV schedules; the 250cc race fol- 
lowed, and then came the 125s, the 
reverse of the usual program. 

A crowd of 32,000 watched as he was 
chased hard all the way by Repsol 
Honda teammate Tadayuki Okada, who 
finished just seven-tenths of a second 
behind the dominant Australian. But, 
although the Japanese rider nosed 
alongside once or twice, it was only 
when Doohan let him do so, and there 
was never much doubt about the final 
outcome. On the final lap, he opened up 
just enough to be sure of the win. 

Third went to Red Bull Yamaha's 
Luca Cadalora after a race-long battle 
with Rheos Honda rider Nobuatsu 
Aoki, Rainey Yamaha's Norifumi Abe, 
and Elf-mounted Jurgen Fuchs, the lat- 
ter dropping away in the closing stages 
but still claiming his and the French- 
built Elf's best-ever finish. 

Some way behind, Doriano Rom- 
boni's Aprilia V-twin escaped in the 
closing stages from a close battle with 
Brazilian Alex Barros on his V-twin 
Honda and Marlboro Modenas rider 
Jean-Michel Bayle. Then, on the last cor- 
ner, the unfortunate Barros crashed 
while trying to block Bayle from taking 
eighth place. 

The race brought disaster for front- 
row starter Carlos Checa, who crashed 
his MoviStar Honda heavily on the sec- 
ond lap and was lucky to escape unhurt. 





Things weren't much better for the trou- 
bled Lucky Strike Suzuki team. Anthony 
Gobert had been fastest throughout the 
morning warmup, displaced by Doohan 
only in the closing minutes. But after a 
mediocre start, he narrowly avoided 
crashing after bottoming out the front 
forks under braking, and from then on 
cruised home to a safe 10th. His increas- 
ingly lackluster teammate Daryl Beattie 
was a lonely 13th. 

In yet another heart-in-the-mouth 
250cc race, Olivier Jacque followed up 
his pole position with his second win of 
the season. The French Chesterfield 
Honda rider fended off repeated attacks 
from former champion Tetsuya Hara- 
da's faster Aprilia, the pair changing 





places twice in the last lap alone after 
colliding earlier right in front of the pits. 
He crossed the line barely a quarter of a 
second ahead after a race that started 
rather processionally, but finished in the 
white heat of furious battle. 

, Six seconds behind was another dra- 
matic spectacle. Suzuka 8 Hours winner 
Tohru Ukawa and Max Biaggi were 
locked in furious battle for most of the 
race - the former with a speed advan- 
tage, the latter determined that he 
would not succumb. 

On the last lap, Biaggi braked too late 
at the end of the long back straight as he 
strove to fend off the blue machine, run- 
ning into the gravel trap at high speed. 
He was lucky to maintain control, but

Ralf Waldmann had been with the 
leaders in the early laps, but he fell at 
the start of the back straight, remount- 
ing his damaged Marlboro-Honda to 
finish 12th. | | 

Valentino Rossi claimed his eighth 
win in 10 races in the final race of the day 
at Rio. The Italian teenager led from the 
start, only to be overwhelmed at half-dis- 
tance by three Japanese riders who had 
broken away from another huge pack. 

But Rossi fought back, finally dealing 

with Pileri Honda’s Noboru Ueda, his 
last rival, during the last lap. 
_ Kurz Yamaha's Youichi Ui was third 
for his best finish of the season, fending 
off Tomomi Manako's UGT Honda by 
half a second. 

Then came six riders almost abreast, 
from fifth to 10th place within the space 
of less than three-quarters of a second, 
with fourth place going to former cham- 
pion Kazuto Sakata on his UGT Aprilia. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


Doohan took the lead on the first of 
24 laps of the 3.058-mile circuit. "Tady 
(Okada) is usually the one who makes 
fast starts, but he must have been held 
up while I was able to find a gap," 
Doohan said. "After that, I just did the 
best I could. The big problem today, for 
everyone, was what to do about tires. 
We didn't do any qualifying at 11 in the 
morning and we had no idea what track 
temperature would be. Tire choice was a 
gamble, because they are very sensitive 
to track temperatures." The Australian 
had been pushing the front from the 
sixth lap. "At that point, I eased the pace 
а little." He'd tried to encourage Okada 
to pass to put the pressure on him, “but 
when it came to it, he couldn't." 

Okada's smiling response was to say: 
“Tt is difficult to pass Mick. I was push- 
ing hard under braking, but he was 
pushing even harder. But this was a 
good race for me. Now I want to take 
the next step forward and win." 
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This pair quickly outdistanced an 
excellent battle for third comprised of 
five bikes in the early stages, until 
Rainey Yamaha's Sete Gibernau and 
Bayle fell away behind. 

That left fast-starting Abe under 
severe pressure from Nobuatsu Aoki, 
the inspired Fuchs, and Cadalora. Aoki 
took to the front of the group on lap 
nine; one lap later Cadalora was there 
and, as the race wore on, he and Aoki 
drew away slightly, with Abe then clos- 
ing up again in the last laps. Meanwhile 
Aoki headed the group once more on 
lap 21, with Cadalora waiting his chance 
to get back in front on the next lap. 

"The bike was going very well. It was 
very competitive," Cadalora said. 
"Unfortunately, I made risky front-tire 
choice, which meant І had to hold back 
a little. Otherwise I could have gone 
faster." 

Aoki was just under a second arrears 
at the finish, with Abe right on his tail. 
This represented improved fortunes for 
former Japanese GP winner Abe, who 
said, "It felt really good to be up at the 
front for a while, though I'm still not too 
happy with fifth place. I was third here 
for the last two years." 

Gibernau had lost touch with the 
group because of engine problems. "It 
lost power a couple of times; then it 
finally stopped on lap 14," he said, 
deeply frustrated after the weekend had 
gone well to that point. Bayle was mean- 
while circling steadily, the bike slower 
than in practice because, after an engine 
blow-up in the morning, they were run- 
ning it richer for safety. 

Now Romboni was catching up. "I 
got a good start, but at the first corner I 
had such a big wheelie, lots of people 
came past," Romboni said. "Then I had 
a couple of big slides. I had to be patient 
until the fuel load got lighter, then I 
could move forward." 

He had Barros with him by now, and 
the pair of them passed Bayle, the April- 
ia rider finally gaining a small advan- 
tage in the closing laps for a safe sev- 
enth. 

The other two battled to the finish. 
“Bayle’s bike was faster than mine, so I 
had to work really hard to get ahead on 
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the second last lap," a bitterly disap- 
pointed Barros said. "He was right with 
me, so I took a different line into the last 
corner to make sure he couldn't get past 
- but it took me onto the slippery part of 
the circuit, and I crashed." 

He tried to restart, but a handlebar 
and the gear lever had broken off, and 
he had to retire from his home GP with- 
in sight of the flag. 

Regis Laconi rode strongly to ninth, 
dropping off the back of the Barros 
group at half-distance as all three of 
them passed the fading Gobert, who 
was just soldiering on to the finish. 

"On the sixth lap, I tried to pass 
Bayle," the Australian said. "I went 
inside, but as I hit the brakes, the forks 
bottomed and the front wheel tucked 
under and I nearly crashed. I had a cou- 
ple more moments, so I decided l'd have 
to calm down and get the bike to the fin- 
ish." He wore right through his knee 
slider in the process, using it to help 
turn the machine. 

In the last laps, he fought off a chal- 
lenge from Jurgen van den Goorbergh's 
V-twin Honda, the Dutchman taking 
11th. Another 16 seconds back came 
Kirk McCarthy in his last ride on the 
ROC Yamaha, two seconds clear of Beat- 
tie’s works Suzuki after passing him just 
after half-distartce. The equally lacklus- 
ter Alberto Puig was 14th, with the final 
point going to Lucio Pedercini’s ROC. 

Juan Borja crashed out after 14 laps, 
running well down on teammate Fuchs. 
Kenny Roberts Jr. retired with 18 laps 
left. “The front suspension went com- 
pletely solid,” he said. “For sure I would 
have crashed if I'd stayed out there.” 

Doohan now need finish only sixth at 
the next race to be four-time World 
Champion with three races to spare. He 
now has 245 points. Okada is second on 
129, Aoki has 126, the absent injury vic- 
tim Criville 102, and Luca Cadalora 85. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


Olivier Jacque led from the start, 
opening up a small but useful lead, as 
Biaggi, Harada, Ukawa, Waldmann and 
Capirossi swapped back and forth, all 
pulling steadily away from the lonely 
Stefano Perugini. Yamaha-mounted

Osamu Miyazaki fell heavily on the first 
lap, escaping unhurt. 

Waldmann's troubles were already 
beginning. "I had no grip from the 
front," Waldmann said. "There was no 
way I could stay with the leaders." By 
the start of the eighth lap, he was lying 
sixth. "Then I had a big slide and went 
down at the long turn before the back 
straight." He pulled the bike out of the 
gravel, kicked it straight, and rejoined in 
18th. “After that, it was difficult,” the 
German continued. "The crash snapped 
off most of the gear lever, so shifting 
was a problem." He gradually picked 
his way through to 12th. "We got some 
points, and that could make a big differ- 
ence at the end of the season." | 

At half-distance, Jacque had a lead of 
more than a second, but now Harada 
was clear of the others and starting to 
close up. 

"He was faster than me on the 
straight, so I had to push harder and 
harder," Jacque explained later. "So I 
started to make some mistakes." 

Thus, at the end of lap 19, he threw 
away everything he had regained as he 
lost the front wheel on the final corner. 
He stayed on board but had lost his 
speed, and Harada aimed past on the 
inside. 

As the Japanese swept past, he drift- 
ed across Jacque's front wheel. The 
bikes touched momentarily, and the 
impact squeezed Jacque's front brake, 


locking the front wheel so there was . 


daylight under the rear. 

He survived, however, and now the 
battle began in earnest. 

“Т decided to follow him and attack 
at the end, but he was very slow in some 
turns," Jacque said. "Then I passed him 
again. But it was very tough on the last 
lap. He came by on the straight again 
and it was harder than before to find a 
way past." 

There was of course a reason for 
Harada's slow corner speed. "The sus- 
pension trouble I had in practice struck 
again after just 10 laps and caused the 
front tire to wear badly," he said. 
"When we were fighting it out at the 
end of the race, the risk of crashing was 
very high. I decided to settle for second 
because of the way things stand in the 
championship." 

Ukawa was thrilled with his ulti- 
mately unopposed third, saying, "That 
last lap was incredible. After the back 
straight, I was inside the corner when 
Max came past on the outside and 
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(Abos) Doohan, Okada and Cadalora let 
the champagne fly on the podium. 
(Right) Valentino Rossi (46) made the 
move past Noboru Ueda (7) on the last 
lap, outpowering the disappointed 
Japanese down the back straight.

This time Rossi made an unusually 
good start to build up an early lead, and 
by lap three he was more than a second 
ahead.

The crucial move came down the 
back straight on the last lap. His bike 
clearly faster, Rossi swept past, and was 
then helped by clever use of backmark- 
ers, managing to break Ueda's pursuit 
to win by almost 1.4 seconds. 


“It was really hard work," Rossi said. 
“I don't like the track, and it was very 
hot. Ueda was faster than me around 
some of the bends, but that was useful 
because I was able to learn some good 
lines from him. The main thing was that 
my bike was much faster down the 
straight." On the slow-down lap, he 
bent over the front of the fairing to kiss 
the machine, and give it a gentle hug 
and caress. 

Ueda managed to contain his disap- 
pointment over yet another defeat - a 
tribute to his boundless good nature. 
“My suspension setting was very good 
today, but in the end, his horsepower 
made the difference," he said. 





The battle for fifth was another epic, 
and a list of names does the riders no 
justice. Nonetheless, it would take 
weeks to describe all the changes of for- 
tune that led them to cross the line like 
this: Kazuto Sakata heading Mirko 
Giansanti, Jorge Martinez , Lucio 
Cecchinello, Fred Petit and Masaki 
Tokudome.

Takuma Aoki was one of the few injury victims among several 
crashers on {һе slippery track during the first day of practice for 
the Rio.GP, fracturing his left shoulder after sliding off his V-twin 
Repsol Honda, The first medical decision was to. rule him out for 
the rest of the weekend; then controversy exploded when track 
and IRTA doctors changed their minds to let.hím out the following 
afternoon. It was said that pressure from sponsors had forced the 
revision. Experienced GP observers watched with concern as the 
injured rider circled for three painful laps 30 seconds slower than 
the fast men. Afterward, both the Brazilian track doctor and the 


doctor from the IRTA-backed Clinica Mobile held a press confer- - 


ence to try to explain the change in decision. Although they 
denied a conflict of interest, each contradicted the other when 
asked whether they considered it dangerous for a rider to ride at 
such a slow speed іп an injured condition. "We let him до out 
‘without any painkillers to see if he was fit to ride,” said the Clinica 
Mobile. doctor. One imagines that if he had crashed again, this 
‘would have been proof enough that he was not fit. There is clearly 
a conflict of interest when the same doctor who is trying to treat a 
rider to make him fit can also influence the decision as to whether 
or not he should be allowed to ride. Longtime racing observers 
fondly remember a time when an independent doctor was charged 
with this decision: His rule-of-thumb test was to ask the rider to 
perform 20 push-ups. If he was not capable of doing that, then he 
was also considered incapable of controlling a 500сс racing 
motorcycle. Aoki went out again іп the race-morning warmup, and 
only after that was finally ruled out of the race. 


The third GP of Rio was notable for some high-profile absen- 
tees: Team owners Kenny Roberts and Wayne Rainey both 
stayed away; while Erv Kanemoto left before practice started 
because of the death of his mother. Rainey has never been to 


Brazil as a team owner, though he has plenty of experience test- 


ing and racing here himself in the past. Roberts stayed away to 
fulfill. commitments at the Sturgis rally. . 


Alex Criville, idi sustained serious hand injuries in practice for 
the Dutch TT, may be back оп a bike within three weeks. The 
. Répsol Honda rider hopes to test in the week after the British GP, 
and if he is fit enough, he may race at the Czech Republic GP on 
August 31.

Now we are here, it is our job to race," Bayle said. But serious 
issues concerning homologation procedure were raised by the 
problems.

win in the Road America Cycle Fest at 
Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin. "I'm glad to be 
able to represent my sponsors with 
something good." 

Good indeed. 


After a first race in which he strug- 
gled to finish third on an aging Honda 
CBR900RR which had been a headache 
all weekend, Sadowski got a little help 
in the second one. Tray Batey, who com- 
mandingly won the first race on his 
Valvoline Suzuki, developed a misfire 
which knocked him out of a comfortable 
lead and dropped him to an eventual 
12th. And Dutchman Yamaha's Fritz 
Kling, second in the first race and vow- 
ing in the winner's circle to win the sec- 
ond one, overcooked turn 14 on the first 
lap and went skittering into the grass. 








That left Sadowski to fend off the 
constant advances of teammate Jason 
Fraser - which he did, only to come 
under a last-lap attack by Grigg Elec- 
tric's Steve Grigg. Grigg made a last-lap 
pass of Fraser and came up about 10 
bike lengths short of Sadowski at the 
end. The margin was 0.456 of a second 
at the end of the nine-lap, 36-mile sec- 
ond leg. Fraser was about the same dis- 
tance back in third. 

Sadowski averaged 105.053 mph in 
winning the slower of the two legs in 20 
minutes, 33.663 seconds. Batey took 20

He beat Kling to 
the stripe by 2.273 seconds, with Sad- 
owski about 10 seconds back in third. 

Fraser was fourth in the first leg in front 
of Lee’s Performance Center’s Lee Shierts 
and Grant Lopez. Lopez finished fourth in 
the second race, just ahead of Shierts. 

After five rounds and 10 races, Sad- 
owski leads Batey by 34 points, 294 to 
260. With his crash, Kling, who finished 
19th, dropped back to third with 257 
with three rounds to go. : 


RACE ONE 


Sadowski was the double winner on 
the 4-mile Elkhart Lake circuit in 1996, 
but it was Batey who was on a roll this 
year. He'd won the previous three races, 
then qualified on the pole for this one. 
When the green flag dropped, he made 
a run to the front, taking the lead from 
Shierts halfway through the first lap and 
splitting from the field. 

Ending the second lap, he had over 
three seconds in hand, upping it to four, 
where it stayed until the final few laps, 
when Kling put on a charge. It was too 
little too late, though, and the win went 
to Batey by 2.273 seconds. 

"| looked at the lap times from last 
year and saw that if I don't get with the 
plan, ГЇЇ be left in the dust,” Batey said 


after tying the F-USA record of four 
wins in a row. "I think Fritz had the 
same plan. 

“I told Dave (Sadowski) a couple of 
races ago that I don't know if I can win 
the championship, but, by golly, I want 
to win some money," Batey continued. 
"If you've got a good consistent bike, 
and a good fast bike, it'll pull you 
through. And I think the Suzuki will 
pull us through, hopefully." 

Kling's ride was as uneventful as 
Batey’s; more so, in fact. Though he 
couldn't catch the Tennessee rider, he 
wasn't worried about anyone sneaking 
up on him. 

"| pretty much lost that right off the 
start, Kling said. "You can't give them 
that much at the start and expect them 
to come back to you. We had a slight 
problem and we'll fix it in the break." 

The procession continued with Sad- 
owski. His team had thrashed to gét his 
Honda on the track and he wasn't confi- 
dent that it was up to the task. 

“Tt beats fourth place, that's for sure,” 
Sadowski said philosophically. "In a 72- 
hour period my crew worked 75 hours, 
if you get my drift. AII day and all night. 
The frame was cracked and I didn't 
know if I could go full bore. I think I'm 
playing 'championship' and that's 
uncharacteristic of me."

The pace he set was still enough to 
keep him better than 10 seconds in front 
of his teammate Fraser at the end. 

"We had a problem with brake 
rotors," Fraser said. "I got a good 
holeshot and went into turn two and 
had nothing. Halfway through the race 
they started to come back. By then the 
rhythm of everything was off." 

Fraser had been part of a four-rider 
scrap - Shierts, Grant Lopez and Andy 
Deatherage were the others - all fighting 
for fourth. It wasn't until the eighth lap 
that he was securely in place, having 
dropped Shierts to fifth. Lopez was next; 
then came Zlock Racing teammates 
Andy Deatherage and Eric Wood, both 
Kawasaki 840-mounted. 

Ninth-place Michael Fitzpatrick just 
held off Steve Grigg at the line, Grigg 
having severe brake problems on his 
Muzzy Raptor because he hadn't 
brought enough of the proper brake 
pads. 


RACE TWO 


There was a bit of drama at the start 
of the second race and it involved Sad- 
owski. The announcer said that he'd be 
assessed a stop-and-go penalty for 













jumping the flag, but that wasn't the 
case. The starter had thrown a hitch into 
her starting motion and it threw several 
riders, Sadowski included. Colin Fraser, 
the F-USA Director of Competition, said 
the start was proper and Sadowski 
caught a break. 

He caught another one ending the 
first lap. That's when Kling, running 
wide left into turn 14, overshot the cor- 
ner and tucked the front end onto the 
grass. Two laps later, on the fourth lap, 
he caught a bigger break. Batey's bike 
started sputtering and Sadowski's two 
title rivals were in trouble. 

"I wanted to hang with Batey and I 
saw him sputtering and thought, ‘This is 
my day," Sadowski said. Then he saw 
Kling was out and thought it was a 
mechanical problem. It was only later 
that he found out that Kling had 
crashed. 

Starting the fourth lap, it was Sad- 
owski nominally in front of Fraser, 
Batey back to third and dropping, fol- 
lowed by Shierts and Lopez, with Grigg 
on the boil. 

Though they’re teammates, the lead- 
ing pair weren’t acting like it, banging 
and bashing, leaning into each other, 
and, ultimately, slowing each other 
down. Fraser had the faster of the two 
Hondas and that meant Sadowski had 
to push that much harder on the brakes 
and in the corners. 

“I knew I was going to have to work 
for it because his bike was so fast,” Sad- 
owski said. “He couldn’t help but pass 
me on the straightaway.” 

With three laps to go, Fraser overshot 
turn five and took both of them off and 
onto the access road, allowing Grigg to 
close up even more.

Road America owner Jim Haines confirmed that the track was try- 
ing to secure a World Superbike event for the Wisconsin facili- 
ty and that it would be a second American race, held the weekend 
after the Laguna Seca race.

Ski from

n the morning of the EBC Brakes 
port Bike final, Team LaBelle’s 
Dave Sadowski didn’t much feel 
like racing. After qualifying second- 
fastest on his Suzuki GSXR600, it was 
found to make too much horsepower - 
104.5 to the legally mandated 102 - so 






he'd been disqualified, which meant 
that he could start, but from the very 
back of the 43-rider field, by far the 
largest of the day. So he said he wasn’t 
going to bother. Then he had a change 
of heart and decided to go for it. 

“The green flag dropped and I started 
making my way through the pack,” Sad- 
owski said, offering “excuse me’s” as he 
rapidly carved his way through traffic. 

By the end of the second lap he was 
fifth, third at the end of the fourth, and 
into the lead ending the sixth, a spot he 
would hold to the end of the nine-lap, 
36-mile race. 

“I hope this thing makes 102 horse- 
power," Sadowski said after doing what 
no one before him had done: winning 
from the back row. "We detuned it two 
more horsepower. We took it to the 
dyno and it was right at 102. That was 
too close for comfort.” 

The same could be said for the finish. 

Sadowski had 1.179 seconds on Team 
LaBelle teammate Jason Fraser, who was 
aboard a Mike Velasco Racing Honda 
CBR600, after completing the race in 21 
minutes, 33.680 minutes, at an average 
speed of 100.179 mph. 

Luke's Kawasaki's Mike Ciccotto fin- 
ished third, about 7.6 seconds back and 
about 2.5 in front of Penguin Racing 


School's Eric Wood. Kawasaki-mounted . 


Wood was in the lead at one point, then 
dropped to second before being taken 
out of contention when leader Ken 
Krebs crashed in turn five. He recovered 
to take fourth and consolidate his com- 
manding lead in the championship. 

After four of seven races, Wood has 
127 points to the 93 of Mark Reed, the 
Triple R Racing-backed rider who fin- 
ished 10th today. Third in points with 81 
is Team Suzuki Sport's David McGrath, 
the pole-sitting South Carolinian finish- 
ing just behind Wood. 

Off the start, it was anyone's race, 
with about six riders all trying to lay 
claim to the lead position as Sadowski 
sliced through the meat of the field. By 
the second lap it was obvious that he 
was going to be a player and the leaders 
had cause to look over their shoulders. 

Ending the third lap, it was Krebs in 
front on his Suzuki, with Wood on his 
tail, then Fraser, Ciccotto and Sadowski. 
Entering turn five on the fourth lap, 
Krebs got in too hot and crashed, forc- 
ing Wood to take evasive action and 
allowing the three nearest pursuers to 
move into the podium spots. 

Fraser was in front at this point, lead- 
ing Ciccotto and Sadowski, with Wood 
recovering to move back into fourth. 
Sadowski was briefly in the lead: then 
his teammate took it back, and it went 
like that until the sixth lap, when Sad- 
owski made it permanent. 

"] knew Dave (Sadowski) was com- 
ing," Fraser said. "I saw his pit board. I 
put my head down and went. But he's 
Dave Sadowski." 

There was no stopping him once he 
made his move and Sadowski crossed the 
line comfortably in front of his teammate. 

"We tried," Fraser said. "We gave it 
everything we've got. This is the first time 
l've been to this place. I made a few key 
mistakes that put me back a couple of bike 
lengths and took me out of the draft." 

Cicotto finished third, mostly alone 
and slowed slightly by a problem with 
fifth gear on his Kawasaki ZX6 . "I'd like 
to run with them a little better, but, hey, 
that's racing," he said. "It was good to 
be able to stay with them for the first 
two or three laps." 

Wood had pulled out some space on 
McGrath, but it shrunk at the end, 
though not enough for McGrath to take 
over. 





Behind them was Rick Kirk, all by 
himself on his Suzuki, then another lone 
rider, Honda-mounted Jason Farrell of 
nearby Oshkosh. 

Hi-Per Sports’ Steve Johnson made a 
late move to take eighth from Randy 
Mennegna, with Kris Clubb filling out 
the top 10. tN

you wanted to quibble, you could say 
hat Eric Bostrom's NASB/ Harley- 
Davidson Twin Sports win wasn't as 
fast as his victory in the summer's earlier 
AMA Progressive Insurance Supertwins 
event. But that would be about all you 
could fault the Miller Electrical Construc- 
tion pilot on. Otherwise it was typical 
Bostrom: out front early, blazing pace, 
competition disheartened. 

“Т couldn't ask for any better than this," 
Bostrom said after adding the Harley 
event to his earlier Buell victory. "It was 
almost dull, the tires were that good." 

It was certainly dull to anyone 
watching, but only for the lead. Back in 
the field, the action was frantic. 

This win, Bostrom’s third of the 
series, came as no surprise after he'd 
qualified 1.8 seconds ahead of the rest of 
the sparse 16-rider field. He didn't get 
the jump at the start, but he was nearby, 
and leading before long. 

By the end of the first lap he had bet- 
ter than a two-second lead. He added 
about a second per lap to win the six- 
lap, 24-mile race by 8.813 seconds in 15 
minutes, 42.495 seconds. His average 
speed was 91.672 mph, just down from 
the 91.942 mph that he'd averaged in 
winning the seven-lap June AMA race. 
You could probably put the difference 
down to track conditions. 
























Because he missed the previous 
round in Portland, due to a conflict with 
the AMA’s Mid-Ohio date, and also 
because he was disqualified from one 
win, he’s way down in sixth in the point 
standings after five of seven races. 

Leading the pack is HMC Hansen 
Racing’s Shawn Conrad with 138 points, 
four better than Hal's H-D's Todd Evans. 

Conrad got to chase Bostrom to the 
flag, and it wasn't easy. He and Evans 
were hooked up with Kersting's Cycle 
Centers' Greg Hutcheson early on, with 
Valley Racing’s Brian Conley later mov- 
ing into the mix. 

Halfway in, Hutcheson seemed to 
have a gap on Conrad, Evans, and Las 
Vegas H-D's Jess Roeder; then the pack 
closed and there were four nose to tail, 
with Conley just off the back. 

On the penultimate lap the order was 
Conrad, Hutcheson and Evans; then 
Hutcheson shot by at the line to take 
over second before Conrad reasserted 
himself on the white-flag lap. It may not 
have been the best strategy for Conrad 
because of the long run up the hill to the 
flag, but the rider from nearby Sheboy- 
gan Falls made it work. 

"We had a tremendous drafting 
game out there and we knew it could go 
either way," Conrad said after his nar- 
row second, his best finish of the series. 
"When Hutcheson drafted by me on the 
back straight, I knew I could win the 
race. It was heads or tails all the way." 

“I thought I had second,” Hutcheson 
said. "I didn't want to follow on the last 
lap. I didn't think he could draft me." 

Evans took a close fourth; then came 
Conley, who was followed by Chris Bliss. 

A procession followed, with New 
Castle H-D's Brian Bodine in front of 
Michael Friberg. Then came Hal's H-D's 
Mark Zalke, crossing the the line well 
ahead of Jim's Harley Davidson of St. 
Pete's Scott Korol. CN

Bostrom, Graef, Graves Motorsports' 
Shawn Higbee, and Tilley's H-D's Tripp 
Nobles split from the anemic 12-rider 
field almost from the start. Graef actual- 
ly had the lead, and it wasn't until the 
fourth of six laps that Bostrom was able 
to get in front. 

By then Nobles was out with engine 
troubles and Higbee was back to a very 
close third. So for the last two laps it 
would be Bostrom holding off Graef - 
which he did, though not by much, and 
even less after a hellacious slide out of 
the final corner. 

At the end of the sjx-lap, 24-mile 
race, Bostrom took the win over Graef 
by .147 of a second, averaging a new 
race record of 96.758 mph while com- 
pleting the race in 14 minutes, 52.954 
seconds. Higbee was less than 10 bike 
lengths back in third. 

"I wanted to lead at the end," 
Bostrom said of his late-race strategy. 
"These bikes are close and I thought the 
lead would be the best place. If I was in 
the lead, I could win." 

Bostrom's race was not without its 
drama, though. "About halfway 
through, I started having big slides," 
Bostrom said. “In the final turn I got 
sideways. When I came into the pits 
there was oil on the rear tire." 

But those weren't his only big slides. 

"Eric (outbraked) me a couple of 
times in turn five," Graef said. "He used 
his dirt track skills and it kept me enter- 
tained." 

The race for the lead was between 
those two, but Higbee was the first-lap 
leader and was loitering with intent 
throughout. A qualifying incident 
meant that repairs had to be made 
before the final and though, the bike ran 
well at the start, it began to run less well 
toward the end, just when it mattered 
most. 

"The thing started vibrating a bit 
more,” Higbee said. "IC ran good in the 
beginning, not as good at the end." 

Like Graef, Higbee was impressed by 
Bostrom's antics out of the 90-degree 
left-hand turn five. “He was putting on 
quite a show in turn five," Higbee said. 

The battle for fourth crossed the line 
about 21 seconds behind the lead trio 
and was decided in favor of another 
local rider, HMC-Hansen Racing's 
Shawn Conrad, a native of Sheboygan 
Falls. Conrad, the championship points 
leader coming into the race, hooked up 
with Young's H-D's Dave McGrath

At 
Elkhart Lake, Silverman Museum Rac- 
ing's lizuka was back to his old tricks, 
leading the Idemitsu American Grand 
Prix from the start and breaking away 
for another dominating win, his fourth 
in five tries. 

It was so boring that at the end all the 
track announcer could say was: "The 
125s make their way into the winner's 
circle after a very uneventful 125cc 
race." 

Amen. 

lizuka’s day may have looked easy, 
but a crash in the wet morning qualify- 
ing session made sure that it wasn't. The 
Japanese rider had to spend most of the 
midmorning repairing his Honda RS125 







after the spill, finishing the work just 30 
minutes before the start of the race. "I 
couldn't concentrate before the final 
race, but I’m happy now,” he said after 
taking the win. 

lizuka and Knewseed Energy's Mar- 
cello del Giudice broke away from the 
thin 12-rider field, leaving the rest to 
break into smaller quarrels. Del Giudice 
stuck with the defending series champi- 
on until making a mistake entering the 
hard-braking turn-five left-hander. 

"| overcooked five once," del Giudice 
admitted. "He made a couple of mis- 
takes too, but he was able to pull away." 

And quite rapidly. 

At the end of the six-lap, 24-mile race, 
lizuka had a 13.704-second cushion, win- 
ning in a new race record of 15 minutes, 
10.091 seconds, at an average speed of 
94.936 mph. It was considerably faster 
than his win here last year, when he 
averaged 92.647 mph. The only way he 
can be stopped, del Giudice thought, was 
if there was a rule change. "How about a 
rule where everybody weighs the same?" 
the hemp advocate proposed. 

With four wins and a second, lizuka 
leads the championship by 24 points, 
172 to 148 over former teammate Vicky 
Jackson-Bell, with three races remaining. 

Like Iizuka, Jackson-Bell also suf- 
fered a heavy tumble in morning quali- 
fying. Her crash was in the left-hand 
turn six, and the resulting damage 
forced her to change the forks on her 
Honda К5125. Unlike Iizuka, who 
escaped mostly unscathed, Jackson-Bell 
was a little banged up. 

Her effort would earn her third and 
it would come at the expense of Patrick 
Ryder, a local hotshot from nearby 
Janesville. Ryder had recently returned 
to racing after taking more than a 
decade off. Since his return to competi- 
tion, he'd run only one other race before 
this one. At Elkhart, he was near Jack- 
son-Bell for a few laps; then she got on 
the gas and started to pull away. At the 
end, she had about 3.5 seconds in hand. 

Dragonfire Racing took the next two 
spots, fellow Los Angelenos Rolando 
Quintero battling, Ben Solis the distance, 
the order not changing though Solis 
never gave up and finished a close sixth. 

Seventh went to Hayden James Bool, 
a New Zealander sponsored by the Cali- 
fornia Superbike School. €N

The factory Beta rider proved untouch- 
able at the Donner Ski Ranch, high in the 
Sierra Nevada mountains, winning both 
rounds to add his name to the Wagner 
Cup, which is given to the top overall 
performer at the U.S. round of the World 
Trials Championship. Other Lampkins 
with their names inscribed include 
uncles Alan (in '74 in California) and 
John (in '83 in Texas), and Dougie's 
father, Martin (in '76 in Washington), the 
former World Champ (75) who acts as 
Dougie's minder nowadays. 

Lampkin the younger has owned the 
series since the start in Spain, and his 
record after this weekend stands at 12 
wins, two seconds and a third. (One 
round in Italy was canceled after being 
boycotted by the riders.) He extended 
his lead in series points over defending 
World Champ Marc Colomer of Spain - 
from 249 to 210 before the weekend to 
289 to 236 after - and appears to have 
Colomer's title well within reach. 

Americans might be able to put a 
machine on Mars, but they weren't able 
to break into the top 15 points-paying 
positions in order to score World Cham- 
pionship points, extending a drought 
that began after '79 World Champ 
Bernie Schreiber retired in the mid-'80s. 
Most Americans pinned their hopes for 
a point on three-time and defending 
AMA/NATC National Champ Geoff 
Aaron, who finished 16th here in '94 
and in Canada last year.

Unfortunately for Aaron, he suc- 
cumbed to the pressure and finished 
18th on Saturday and 19th on Sunday. 
In fact, the top performer from the 
AMA/NATC circuit was not Aaron or 
any of the other Americans. That honor 
belonged to unheralded Ryon Bell, 18, of 
British Columbia, Canada, who has yet 
to win his first U.S. National. 

“It’s the first time I've ever beaten 
Geoff," Bell said. "I've beaten (Jess) 
Kempkes once before, but I wish this 
was a National. It'd be all the more 
worthwhile." | 

Still, he wasn’t unhappy with his pair 
of 17th-place finishes for the weekend.

Presented by the Donner Ski Ranch 
and Sacramento PITS Inc., each day’s 
three-mile loop consisted of the FIM- 
mandated 14 sections; the loop and sec- 
tions were the same both days. Com- 
petitors had two minutes to complete 
each section; any more time resulted in a 
five. They also had five and a half hours 
to complete two loops without incurring, 
a time penalty. 

New for American riders and specta- 
tors alike was the rule for World rounds 
that permits riders to dab, move the bike 
around - even backwards, as long as the 
foot remains on the ground, with both

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по more than a one instead of the tradi- 
tional five. That change to the program 
has resulted in lots of grumbling by top 
riders, as they weren’t, as a group, con- 
sulted when the rule was proposed, and 
they object that it is similar to “dumbing 
down” the sport. However, the rule has 
its share of supporters as well as detrac- 
tors. Finnish rider Joachim Hindren, the 
19th-ranked rider from last year, 
explained, “I think it’s quite easy to 
learn to use it, but actually I don’t like 
that rule. It makes trials look a bit stu- 
pid. For sure, it’s easier for observers to 
judge the riding, but I think for the pub- 
lic and the riders it’s not so good.” 

Spanish star Amos Bilbao put it 
bluntly: “We don’t like it. Nobody likes 
it. We try to (get the rule) changed, but 
the FIM doesn’t want to change. Next 
year, we want to go to the old rule. 

“Before, there was a lot of difference 
(in scores) between riders,” Bilbao said. 
“Now, we are 20 people with only 10, 15 
points between us. For the older riders 
(used to the traditional rule), we always 
try to make (the section) clean. When we 
make a mistake, normally we five. We 
never think, ‘If I make a mistake, I can 
roll back (with a foot down)’ - we never 
think that. We either make it or we take 
a five.” 

For the Americans and others not in 
the upper echelons of the sport, howev- 
er, the “footing” rule seemed quite toler- 
able, if not openly welcomed. 

“1 loved it,” Nebraska's Kempkes 
admitted afterward. “I used it all the 
time. It saved me a lot of times. That 
stop-dab thing is pretty cool; I like it for 
a World round. As far as our Nationals 
go, I hope they don't (adopt it). I don't 
really like it for that. If you've got really 
hard events like this, it comes in handy - 
definitely." 

"Actually, I didn't understand it too 
well; someone had to explain it to me," 
Bell said. "Once I figured it out, it helps 
you out definitely for a three; but going 
back to the Nationals, it'll be tough to 
switch back." 


Saturday started out with 
the top World riders cleaning 
or getting ones in the initial sec- 
tions. Lampkin stayed clean, in 
fact, until section seven (Maid- 
en's Wrath by Avalanche 
Snowboards), which was also 
used in '94. A two there and a 
five in the following section 
(Wally World by Montesa - also 
a '94 section revisited with 
minor changes) allowed Japan- 
ese Beta rider Kenichi Kuroya- 
ma to move alongside for the 
lead. 

Kuroyama's bid for the win 
vanished with his three in sec- 
tion 10 (Howard's Holiday by 
Coca Cola), which Lampkin 
cleaned. The 18-year-old for- 
mer bicycle trials World 
Champ (with his father still act- 
ing as minder) then put in a 
hard-fought three in section 11 
(Rock Cascade by The Printer). 
Among its obstacles was a 
tricky climb up a huge slab 
with no run and a tight off- 
camber right at the top; Colom- 
er was the only other competi- 
tor who didn't five it on the 
first loop. That put him one point back 
of Lampkin and one ahead of Colomer 
until he dabbed in the last section (sec- 
tion 14 by Gas Gas), right next to the ski 
lodge. The leaderboard at the end of the 
loop read: Lampkin - 12, 
Colomer/Kuroyama - 14, David 
Cobos/Takahisa Fujinami/Jordi Tarres - 
16. 

Lampkin seemed to lack a bit of con- 
centration during the first part of the 
second loop, taking several annoying 
ones in sections he’d cleaned before. He 
fived Maiden’s Wrath, but then turned 
it around, taking a one in Wally World 
and a two at Rock Cascade, the best per- 
formance of the day there. That gave 
him 11 for the loop and 23 for the day. 

However, Tarres put on a show that 
graphically demonstrated why he’s won

seven World Championships. Though 
unable to do better than a five at Rock 
Cascade, he dabbed once in only three 
other sections to card an eight for the 
loop (the day's best loop score by far, 
since the 11 by Cobos and Lampkin 
were the next-closest scores). That gave 
him 24 for the day and a close runner- 
up performance - his best this year. 
Making it even more amazing was the 
fact that he'd fallen and gouged a fork 
leg on the first loop in Howard's Holi- 
day, necessitating a swap with one off 
his minder's bike, though they weren't 
identical. 

“I’m happy because the result is not 
so bad," the four-time Wagner Cup win- 
ner humbly related. "I would've liked to 
win (today) because I was very close to 
the winner's score." 
































Two points back with 
26, Colomer matched 
Lampkin for number of 
cleans on the day, which 
had to provide some con- 
solation. Rounding out 
the top five were Cobos at 
27 and Fujinami at 28. 
However, Kuroyama also 
carded a 28, and he 
matched the Honda rider 
for number of cleans (17), 
ones (five), twos (one), 
threes (two) and fives 
(three). Fujinami finished 
the event faster, though. 

As for the American - 
rather, North American - 
contingent, Gas Gas pilot 
Kempkes started well by 
cleaning the first section 
(by Beta Motorsports). 
Unfortunately for him, it 
was his last clean; every- 
thing else all day would 
be threes (four of them) or 
fives (23) as he finished 
20th overall (and the 
fourth North American), 
with 127 points. 

"(Today) was pretty 
tough on me because I 
was the second rider out," 
Kempkes said. "The way I 
looked at it, if I would've 
waited for the Europeans to catch up 
with me, I might've gotten penalty 
points. So instead, I tried to hurry up 
and catch 'em on (my) second loop, 
(but) it hurt me really bad because I 
didn't know how to ride the sections 
(since Kempkes didn't have a chance to 
watch the Europeans ride). When I 
caught them on the second loop, I fig- 
ured out how to (ride the sections) and 
turned in a better score - but I had such 
a bad first loop, it didn't really matter." 

Bell cleaned two sections on his 
Team Zip/RYTSS Montesa and ended 
up with 106 points, just one shy of the 
16th and last European, Sergio Leon of 
Spain. (Italian veteran Donato Miglio 
scored the final World Championship 
point with his score of 76 - quite a way 
ahead of the non-scorers).

“I just decided that I’ve got to get 


through the sections,” Bell said. 
"They're not that difficult. I knew I 


could get through them, so I just basical- : 


ly planned to do my best and not get 
intimidated - that sort of thing."

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Aaron had to be content with top 
American honors on his Team Hooters 
Beta, losing to the young Canadian for 
the first time in his career. He got a 
clean on the first loop but none there- 
after, and finished with 113 points. Fin- 
ishing in 19th with 122 was Raymond 
Peters on a Team Zip/RYTSS Gas Gas. 
He had no cleans, only threes and fives. 

With the riders attacking the same 14 
sections on Sunday, you'd expect scores 
to be a bit lower, simply because of the 
practice competitors got by riding the 
sections Saturday. If so, then maybe you 
wouldn't be stunned to learn Lampkin 
dominated the day with a score of five. 
No, that's not five for one of the loops; 
that's five for the day. He dabbed just 
twice on the first loop (Wally World and 
section 12's El Capitan by Coors Light), 
then got a two (Wally World again) and, 
perhaps in a lapse of concentration due 
to knowing he'd won brilliantly, dabbed 
in the weekend's final section. "The 
event's gone really well, obviously," he 
said. "The organization's fantastic. Some 
of the sections are a bit on the easy side, 
and the hard sections are really clean or 
five (situations). That's why the scores 
аге so close at the end of the day.”  . 

They weren't that close, though. Fuji- 
nami put in his best ride of the year, 


matching Lampkin for cleans (24) but - 


taking a couple of fives, and that gave

him runner-up for the day, with 14. "I 
like the USA - many, many people," 
Fujinami said. "Last year, on the first 
day (in Rhode Island), I was first. This 
year on the first day, I was fifth. Not 
good. Second day, I’m second. I’m very, 
very happy. The rocks here are very, 
very difficult, but the sections are a bit 
easy. In Japan (where he headed on 
Tuesday for a Japanese Championship 
event), the sections are very, very easy. 
If you get a five, you're finished." 

Cobos finished third with his 19- 
point day. It marked only the second 
time on the podium this year (the previ- 
ous event in Andorra found him runner- 
up the second day) for the '95 El Trial de 
Espana winner. Tarres and Colomer 
rounded out the top five with 23 and 25 
points, respectively. 

"The young riders are riding much 
better today, and I made some mistakes, 
but I am happy because I am 30 years 
old; I’ve been riding for many years, 
and I still ride at a high level," Tarres 
said. "I must learn the new styles 
always." 

Bell's 104 again paced the North 
Americans, though he was much farther 
back of Leon this time (88-104). "Today 
was a repeat performance of yesterday, 
so I’m really happy. Number-one North 
American again, he mused. "I 


would've thought today would've been 


a lot easier because we had a lot more 
practice on the sections, but a lot of the 
sections deteriorated quite a bit. It got a 
little bit slippery and a little bit harder, 
but I think the main thing was, the ele- 
vation and the heat got to everyone. 


Everyone got tired. Good 
results today depended on 
whoever could use the time 
limit to their advantage - 
stretch their ride out as far as 
they could, conserve their 
energy, don't ride the really 
difficult sections that you 
don't have a chance of getting 
through, and spend more 
time on the sections you 
know you can clean. That was 
my strategy for today, and 
that's what worked out." 

Kempkes improved with 
knowledge of the sections, 
ending up 18th with 115 
points. “I did pretty good,” 
Kempkes said. "I was happy with 
my ride today. I was the only 
American who got through sec- 
tion two (where he went three on 
the first loop). I was pretty 
bummed out I was 15 minutes 
late today. We were working on 
my bike - the fork seal went out - 
and we just lost track of time. We 
went up there (to the start), and we 
were 15 minutes late. That really hurt 
me. Other than that, I was pretty happy 
with my ride today. I was watching 
some of the Euros ride, and I was taking 
the same lines they were doing. I had a 
good time. 

“I was trying to go for 15th overall 
and the World Championship point that 
goes with it, but yesterday I realized 
that wasn't going to happen," he added. 
"| gave up on that and figured I'd try to 
beat the Americans today. I went out 
there today to do that, and that's what I 
did - so I met my goal." 

Aaron dropped 117 points for 19th, 
just ahead of Peters with 119. "I was 
really inconsistent this weekend," he 
lamented. "I had some good rides, but 
they were just spotty in different sec- 
tions. I couldn't put it together where I 
was consistent in each one. I think I 
might' ve put a little too much pressure 
on myself to do well. ‘This is kind of my 
chance,’ I thought; if I had a chance of 
scoring some World Championship 
points, it would probably be this week- 





end. I think I let it get to me. I started 
making a few mistakes. I had a few 
crashes. It just kind of snowballed from 
there. 

"By the time I got my act together, it 
was kind of too late," he added. "So 
that's pretty much the way it went for 
me. I was really hot and cold. I had a 
good time; it was beautiful out here, and 
I got a chance to see all the top-10 riders 
on the last loop, which I was happy to 
do. It was a good experience, because 
they were doing some things differently 
than I thought they would've done. I’ve 
got some things to go home and work 
on now." 

But for those contesting the World 
rounds on a full-time basis, the most 
realistic thing to work on will be unseat- 
ing Dougie Lampkin. He seems destined 
now to become the first World Trials 
Champion from Great Britain since a fel- 
low named Martin Lampkin won in '75, 
the first year the FIM granted the sport 
World Championship status. CN

О: look at its 1998 model lineup 
and you might think that Buell 
would do well to borrow the old 
Pontiac “We build excitement” cam- 
paign. 

For as America’s only sport motor- 
cycle company forges on toward the 21st 
century, the excitement is building in 
company founder Erik Buell, in his 
employees, and most certainly in the 
motorcycles that are continuing to stream 
out of the company’s East Troy, Wiscon- 
sin, factory in increasing numbers. 

A major part of that excitement has 
arrived in the form of the new Thunder- 
storm engine. Based on the same 1200cc 
powerplant that motivated the 91-horse- 
power Buell Lightning introduced in 
1996, the newest incarnation features 
Buell’s Thunderstorm High Flow Heads, 
with recontoured combustion chambers, 
bigger valves, and new intake and 
exhaust ports that work together to up 
the power output to 101 horsepower 
and 90 ft./Ibs. of torque at the crank- 
shaft. The Thunderstorm engine is avail- 
able on many of Buell’s 1998 models. 


LIGHTNING 


The first recipient of the Thunder- 
storm mill is the S1 White Lightning, the 
new king of Buell’s high-performance 
Lightning-model family, and a motorcy- 
cle that Buell says will take the “extreme” 
riding experience to the next level. 

A limited-edition model for 1998, the 
White Lightning puts together a perfor- 
mance package that Buell says will set the 
new standard for street-riding perfor- 
mance. It utilizes Thunderstorm power 
wrapped in the same Uniplanar engine- 
mount, chrome-moly perimeter frame 
found on other models, but features a 


unique look, decked out in Ice White Pearl. 


bodywork that complements the mono- 
chromatic white wheels and white frame. 
A slightly wider and flatter 5.5-gallon 
manta-ray fuel tank from the 53 Cyclone 
line, Pro Series solo seat, and special-edi- 
tion graphics add to its character. 

Among the other changes to the 51 
Lightning line are new paint and 
appearance packages that are likely to 
make the already-extroverted Buell 
musclebike grab even more attention. Its 
New Molten Orange bodywork with a 
Nuclear Blue matching frame and wheel 
accent should be just the thing for enter- 
taining “shock rock” types. The S1 will 
also be available in new Spark Red 
bodywork, as well as Carbon Black and 
Billet (silver) Metallic. Red, black and 
silver models are delivered with titani- 
um-colored frames and wheels. PM 
spun-aluminum wheels are an option. 
All models come shod with Dunlop 
Sportmax II radials. 

The Lightning’s low-restriction air- 
intake “box,” formally known as the 
Helmholtz Volume Power System, has 
been revised to match the ergonomically 
improved design used оп 535 and M2s. 
Тһе 1998 Buell 51 Lightnings also 
receive new brakes front and rear, 
which are designed to offer improved 
stopping ability. A stainless-steel muf- 
fler on the Lightning offers improved 
cosmetics over earlier models, 

Suggested U.S. retail prices for the 
Buell S1 Lightnings start at $9999, with 
the Molten Orange/ Nuclear Blue model 
available for an additional $150. The 
special-edition 51 White Lightning Lists 
for $10,599. Twintail-seating options are 





available from the factory for an addi- 
tional $100, while PM spun-aluminum 
wheels add $620. The Pro Series Race 
System retails for $799.95. 


THUNDERBOLT 


The Buell S3 Thunderbolt and S3T 
Thunderbolt Sport Touring models will 
also receive the new 101-horse Thunder- 
storm engine. 

Among the other changes offered on 
the S3 and sport-touring-oriented S3T 
Thunderbolts are powerful, new six-pis- 
ton brakes up front and a single-caliper 
in the rear. A stainless-steel muffler is 
designed to improve cosmetics over ear- 
lier models. 

Saddlebags, fairing lowers and other 
accessories are now available to convert 
the S3 to a full or partial version of the 
S3T. Long-distance riders will be 
pleased to learn that the new standard 
bag on the S3T is now the larger, 
expanded touring bag. These wide bags 
are generous enough to store a full-face 
helmet in each side. 

Color options for 1998 will include 
Spark Red, which replaces Canyon Red 
on the 535. Both S3s and S3Ts can now 
be had in the same Spark Red as well as 
Billet (silver) Metallic, Amazon Green 
and Black Magic. Matching frame and 
wheel treatments in a titanium-colored 
finish ате used on both 53 апа S3T mod- 
els. Spun-aluminum PM wheels are an 
option on both. 

The 53 and S3T models will also 
receive attractive new dash panels, 
incorporating a VDO clock and a more 
sculpted edging to the fairings. A num- 
ber of accessories are available, includ- 
ing a new Aegis Tank Mask and Quest 
Tank Bag. New Pro Series Billet Alu- 
minum parts such as footpegs and rear- 
set controls are also offered to provide a 
more aggressive riding posture for 
Thunderbolt owners. 

Buell 53 and S3T Thunderbolt 
models are differentiated by a hard- 
ware package designed to optimize 
the adventure-riding and touring 
capabilities of this American sport- 
bike. S3 Thunderbolts retain a some- 
what forward-leaning riding position 
and more minimalistic bodywork, 
limited to fairing, tank and tail. Stan- 
dard rubber is the Dunlop Sport 
Touring radial tire. 

The manufacturer U.S. suggested 
retail price for the Buell 53 Thunderbolt 
is $11,999. The S3T Thunderbolt Sport 
Touring lists at $12,799. 


CYCLONE 


Last but far from least in the Buell 
family is the company’s version of an 
“American sportbike standard,” the 
Buell M2 Cyclone. 

With a broad torque band that leaves 
other motor layouts feeling high-strung, 
the M2 Cyclone sets itself apart as an 
adaptable, everyday street bike - yet the 
Cyclone is the most affordable motorcy- 
cle in the Buell line. 

The Cyclone shares the bold, aggres- 
sive styling of its more powerful Light- 
ning siblings, yet still allows comfortable 
two-up seating; lowered, forward-placed 
pegs; and relatively high bars to provide 
an ergonomically relaxed sport-riding 
position for all-day riding. 

The M2 Cyclone is no slouch either, 
its 83 horsepower, 1203 сс V-Twin 
motor generating crisp acceleration even 
though the M2 retains shorter-duration 
cams for a broader torque curve. M2 






































Cyclones still come standard with Dun- 
lop Sportmax Touring radial tires. 

Among the changes to the M2 
Cyclone for 1998 are new brakes front 
and rear, which offer greater stopping 
potential. A compression- and preload- 
adjustable Showa rear suspension now 
complements a fully braced, rebound- 
and preload-adjustable Showa front fork 
for improved ride. 

As for colors, Red Snap has replaced 
Canyon Red. The M2 is also available in 
Carbon Black and Blue Streak. Titani- 
um-colored cast-aluminum wheels are 
mounted beneath a glossy black frame.

rik Buell is in the enviable position 
of being able to go through life 
with no regrets. 

It has already been 16 years since the 
former Harley-Davidson engineer began 
the laborious task of building motorcy- 
cles of his own unique design, and it all 
began with the Buell RW750 in 1983. 
The 750cc, two-stroke, square-four, 
rotary-valved racing machine was 
designed specifically to compete in the 
AMA's premier Formula One road rac- 
ing series. The prototype RW750 first 
made its competitive debut in an AMA 
National at Pocono Speedway in the 
summer of 1983. Buell continued exten- 
sive testing and development work on 
the bike throughout that season, refin- 
ing the bike into a more competitive 
racer, and his efforts appeared to pay 
off. During testing at Talladega, Alaba- 





ma, the RW750 was clocked at a top 


speed of 178 mph. 

Development on the RW750 contin- 
ued through 1984, and a production ver- 
sion was released at the end of the year. 
Just one unit was sold before the AMA 
pulled the plug on Formula One in 1985, 
announcing that the class would be 
abandoned in favor of Superbikes for 
the 1986 season, effectively killing 
Buell's project. 

Undaunted, Buell merely set a new 
goal, this time daring to build a true 
world-class sportbike that would be 
designed and built in the USA. His road 
racing and Harley-Davidson engineer- 
ing heritage certainly showed in his first 
attempt, which was called the RR1000. 
The radically styled single-seater was 


powered by a Harley-Davidson XR1000 . 


engine, with the stiff, light chassis fea- 
turing a rubber engine-mounting system 
that later became a patented engineering 
trademark of Buell sportbikes. 

The RR1000 utilized the engine as a 
fully stressed member of the frame, and 
also incorporated a ground-breaking 
new rear-suspension system that saw 
the rear shock absorber mounted under- 
neath the engine. The shock operated in 
reverse of the conventional compres- 
sion-rebound practice, extending rather 
than compressing when under a load. A 
total of 50 RR1000 models were pro- 
duced during 1987-88. Then Harley- 
Davidson's XR1000 engine supply was 
depleted. 

But Buell saw the opportunity to con- 
tinue developing his design by using the 
1203cc Harley-Davidson Evolution XL 
engine instead of the XR, and thus 
began redesigning the chassis to accom- 
modate the Sportster motor. The result- 
ing КК1200 model was introduced dur- 
ing 1988, and 65 were produced for sale 
through 1989. 

Buell constantly continued to evolve 
his motorcycles, introducing the RS1200, 
a two-seat version of the RR model, in 
1989. Production figures steadily 
increased as well. Just over 100 RS1200s 
were produced through 1990. 

Five-speed transmissions were a new 
feature of the Harley-Davidson XL 
engine in 1991, and Buell responded by 
adapting new engine-mounting points 
and further improving the RS chassis. 
The 1991 models were the first Buells to 
use inverted front forks, stainless-steel 
braided brake lines and a six-piston 
front-brake caliper. 

As Buell motorcycles were refined, 





renamed his motorcycle again for 1994, 


the company's manufacturing capabili- 
ties were expanded. The 1991 model 
year marked the first in which Buell 
Motorcycle Company not only designed 
bodywork, but produced it in its own | 
new composite and paint shop. The 
result was greater quality control and 
improved design flexibility. 

Harking back to the RR, Buell intro- 
duced a single-seat version of the 
К51200, dubbed the RSS1200, for the 
1992 model year. Combined production 
of RSS and RS models totaled 325 
through 1993. 

His success through the years did not 
go unnoticed, especially by his former 
employers, and in February of 1993, 
Harley-Davidson announced that it had 
acquired 49 percent of the Buell Motor- 
cycle Company, providing The Motor 
Company with an inroad to the sport- 
bike market and Buell with the capital 
that he would need to ensure the sur- 
vival of the marque. 

So armed, Buell restyled and 


launching the S-2 Thunderbolt that has 
become the platform for the rest of the 
Buell family, which has expanded to 
include both a standard and sport-tour- 
ing version of the Thunderbolt, the hot- 
rod single-seater S1 Lightning (and lim- 
ited-editien White Lightning), and the 
"sport standard" M2 Cyclone. WS S |

States, its market share growing from 
8.3 percent to 16.2 percent in the 1995-96 
model year. Its 1998 production goal is 
3895 units, a far cry from the production 
run of a single Japanese sportbike 
model, but a vast improvement over the 
original 50 RR1000s. In addition, the 
company continues to increase its recog- 
nition factor with the introduction of the 
Buell Riders Adventure Group (BRAG) - 
Buell's version of the Harley Owner's 
Group, if you will - and in motorcycle 
racing with the Buell Lightning Series, 
under the sanction of North American 
Sport Bike. 

Through it all, Erik Buell has contin- 
ued to do things his way, building 
American sport motorcycles that utilize 
simple, innovative technology to 
enhance the riding experience.

tanding alongside Sam Ermolenko's

Final meeting at Vastervik, it was 
plain to see just why the Californian 
needs to compete in the Grand Prix chal- 
lenge if he is to resume his place by right 
in the prestigious World Championship 
Individual Series. 

Adorning his workbench were burnt- 
out clutch plates by the score - the 
exhibits for the defense, if you will. 
Ermolenko's hopes of securing a top- 
two place to guarantee his inclusion in 
the 1998 Grands Prix dissipated when 
he ran a disappointing third place in his 
opening ride. While taking nothing 
away from Australia's Craig Boyce (who 
rode a good line to pass Ermolenko), it 
was clear that the American was lacking 


on power. 


= 


“The track just sucked a lot of power 
out of the bike, and it was a mega-prob- 
lem for me early on,” Ermolenko said. “1 
was not making the best of starts, and 
we could not put our finger on the root 
Cause of the problem as quickly as we 
would have liked. My clutches were 
burning up every time and we needed 
to make some drastic changes.” 

Those changes were not made in 
time for his second race, when he ran 
another third place, this time behind 
eventual race winner Stefan Andersson 
and first-time-out victor Joe Screen. 

With two disappointing rides under 
his belt, Ermolenko was languishing 
near the bottom of the pack, which was 
something of a major shock for the rider 
whom many thought would have a 
strong chance of making the automatic 
cut, as the Vastervik track is his home 
Swedish Elite League circuit. By this 
stage, Stefan Danno was leading the 
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proceedings with wins from both his 
rides, and another Vastervik home rider, 
Craig Boyce, was level with Kelvin 
Tatum and Screen on five points. But 
there was a long way to go in the meet- 
ing and, with the track being prepared 
in such a manner that it was conducive 
to good racing, the intensity of the field 
was to throw up many a twist and turn. 

Jason Crump, given a late reprieve 
following an injury to Dean Barker, had 
begun with an ignition fault that left 
him pointless from his opening ride. But 
the young Australian raised himself 
above the disappointment, switched to 
his second bike, and went on to record 
four straight wins in his remaining pro- 
grammed rides. His compatriot and 
Peterborough teammate Ryan Sullivan 
had begun with two second places but, 
likewise, he was to go through the rest 
of the card, recording consistently fast 
times to add the title of 1997 Interconti- 
nental Champion to that of his 1995 
Overseas Championship. For this meet- 
ing was to become Australia’s day, 
whilst Ermolenko’s pit crew worked 
incessantly to find the cause of his 
power problems. 

Things began to look better for the 
American in heat 12, when he was 
involved in an enthralling battle with 
Denmark’s Ronnie Pedersen. With just a 
tire’s width separating the two as they 
crossed the line, the verdict went Peder- 
sen's way - but Ermolenko's total points

tally doubled, and with meeting leader 
Danno trailing in third place, the field 
was beginning to open up. The interval 
count showed that Ermolenko remained 
a couple of points outside the top-seven 
cut - the target all riders were heading 
for, with places third to seventh giving 
eligibility to the GP challenge. 

Out again immediately after the 
interval, Ermolenko conceded a heat 
win to Crump, but managed to steer 
clear of Peter Nahlin and Kaj Laukkanen 
to move on to six points and advance 
his cause for a qualifying spot. Bradford 
and England's Sean Wilson, without a 
point at this stage, did Ermolenko a 
favor in heat 14 by taking a win from 
the hands of Kelvin Tatum and Peder- 
sen. In the next heat, Boyce's return to 
his winning ways (after having run 
third place in his third ride) also aided 
Ermolenko, for it was valuable points 
taken from Andersson and Danno. 

The meeting was beginning to boil, 
as every point was being keenly contest- 
ed. And while Sullivan's win in heat 16 
left him in command, there were many 
uncertainties that needed to be resolved. 
Tatum completed his schedule with a 
race win in heat 17, leaving him on 11 
points and assured of at least a qualify- 
ing spot. While Sullivan completed the 
task of winning the meeting with victo- 
ry at the expense of Ermolenko, the Cali- 
fornian's second place was crucial. 

As Sullivan was busy ringing Aus- 
tralia (unmindful of the fact that it was 
the rather unsociable hour of 3:30 a.m. 
there) to break the news that his family 
had dreamt of - they had a Grand Prix 
rider in their midst! - Ermolenko had to 
sweat out the final few heats in the pits, 
knowing that his final total of eight 
points left him precariously positioned, 
as by now no fewer than eight riders 
had a score of this level or above.

Heat 19 was about to give some 
answers as to the American’s fate. It 
brought together Andersson and Peder- 
sen - two of Ermolenko’s closest rivals. 
They both knew that points were critical 
- as did Jason Crump, who still had real 
hopes of becoming a Grand Prix rider in 
his own right. With Crump set to guar- 
antee a rostrum spot, Andersson and 
Pedersen clashed on the final turn of the 
opening lap. Pedersen was left sprawled 
across the track, and referee David 
Hughes ruled a rerun without Anders- 
son, adjudged to have been the cause of 
the incident. That left the Swede tied on 
points with Ermolenko; and, while 
Crump repeated his exploits with a blis- 
tering gate, Pedersen was able to move 
on to an eight-point score, unchallenged 
in second place by Gary Havelock, who 
was completing a miserable perfor- 
mance, and who would collect a gifted 
second point in the meeting. 

Boyce had just one mission in heat 
20: A win would level him with Crump 
and necessitate a runoff for that open 
Grand Prix berth. Boyce duly delivered, 
and that win at least restricted Nahlin 
from also reaching the eight-point mark. 

So, with programmed rides complet- 
ed, there were three riders battling for 
the last GP-challenge-qualifying spot. 
Ermolenko would need to recommence 
battle against Andersson and Pedersen, 
with victory the only target. By now, his 
pit crew had found the secret to success; 
and with Ermolenko drawing the inside 
grid position, he made a splendid gate 
and roared to the fastest time of the 
meeting - lack of power no longer an 
issue - gaining a comfortable win over 
Pedersen, with Andersson not even hav- 
ing the hopes of a reserve berth in Aus- 
tria. 

It was a mightily relieved Ermolenko 
who witnessed the climax of a highly 
thrilling meeting - the clash of the Aus- 
tralians, with Crump doing all the work 
from the tapes to prove again that this 
lad really is the Houdini of World 
Speedway. UN

1% merican Fork, Utah’s Travis 
Whitlock returned as the most 
powerful force in rough hill- 
climbing at the Billing Motorcycle 
Club’s (BMC) 77th annual Great Ameri- 
can Hillclimb. 

The BMC hill is seriously gnarly, 
though relatively short at just over 400 
feet high, but the stature hasn’t held the 
event back. It remains the oldest, biggest 
and richest of the North American 
“rough” hillclimbs. Western hillclimbs 
are called “rough” hillclimbs to distin- 
guish them from the smoother Eastern 
AMA-sanctioned series. While the East- 
ern hills are relatively smooth, timed 
runs with jumps, the western hills are 
rough and nasty with relatively few rid- 
ers topping the hill. In fact, every class 
paid money to riders who did not top 
the technical, multicliffed face. Parts of 
the face are impossible to walk up with- 
out the aid of a rope. Of the riders who 
did visit the top, Whitlock was the most 
successful with three class wins, a fast 
time, a first rider over, and a third place 
in the advanced class - for $3050 in total 
winnings for two days. 

Over the years, Whitlock has been a 
consistent winner here, with four Mon- 
tana State Championships to his name. 
A Honda CR500R and a self-built Yama- 
һа FJ1100 with 1986 Yamaha YZ490 sus- 
pension are the tools of his trade. He 
topped the 0-600cc Rubber Tire class, 
the 0-700cc Unlimited class and the 
Open Unlimited class. He failed to place 
in the Open Tire class, and later credited 
that failure with allowing a fifth cham- 
pionship to escape his grasp. 


AMA NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP 


Two other former winners were next 
on the money list. Shannon Chamber- 
lain pocketed $2275 for his efforts on a 
CR500R in the smaller classes and on a 
potent Beartooth Harley-Davidson- 
sponsored 1500cc V-twin in the Open 
classes. Last year's big winner, Dusty

Beer, collected $2175 for his efforts on a 
KTM 550 and a Kawasaki KX-framed 
KZ1000 motor (punched out to 1230cc). 
These two local riders were followed on 
the money list by fellow Billings rider 
Dave Johnston. Sid Seitz of Dunmore in 
Alberta, Canada, was next with $1625 in 


winnings, including the overall in the 
Open Tire class. He was followed by 
three out-of-state riders: Mel and Kenny 
Kimball with $1275 and $1375, respec- 
tively and Colorado's Neal Payne with 
$1250. Payne took home the Montana 
State Championship title for his win in 
the advanced class. 

The 0-600cc Tire class hit the hill first 
on Saturday, and Whitlock was the first 
and the fastest rider over the tricky hill. 
Only three other riders found the way 
over the top. One was Kenny Kimball. 
After his first run, Kimball's 7-year-old 
son ran on the trophy hill. A freak fall 
right off the start broke the boy's femur, 
and dad naturally went to the hospital 
with him. While the boy was in surgery, 
Kimball returned to give his parents the 
keys to pack up. If a rider can't make his 
appointed run, he has 10 minutes to 
make it to the line. Under the circum- 
stances, the club waited for 10 minutes 
after the final rider. Kimball arrived 
back at the hill well into his grace peri- 
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od, decided to try a run, and eased up to 
the line with only seconds left in the 10- 
minute window. In a fairy-tale ending, 
Kimball blew over the hill and into sec- 
ond in the class. 

The 0-700ce Unlimited class tackled a 
more difficult hill on Sunday morning, It 
included two 90-degree turns right at the 
steepest midpoint in the hill. This time 
Neal Payne was first over, but Whitlock 
was again fastest. A total of 10 rideres 
topped the hill, including six from Mon- 
tana. The last was Ed Taylor on a Honda 
CR500R. Taylor joined Kenny Kimball 
and Dusty Beer as the only riders to fin- 
ish in the money in all four classes. 

Next on the hill were the Open Tire 
bikes. Normally, the hill has a designat- 
ed “lane” marked in flags, but in a 
change this year, the center of the hill 
was flagged off, and riders were 
allowed to go anywhere on the hill 
except where it was flagged. Most riders 
chose a line pretty much straight up, but 
that path negotiated a jumbled double- 
cliff area around 200 feet. Sid Seitz pilot- 
ed a 1994 RM125 fitted with a stock 1992 
Suzuki GSXR1100 engine to the win. 
The 38-year-old Canadian has a fairly 
atomic riding style, and he blitzed the 
double cliff like a double jump: He 
rammed the rock face near the top hard 
enough to jump the entire top of the hill 
as well. That made him the only man in 
the 14-second slot. Jerry Seeley was sec- 
ond and Beer third. A total of eight rid- 
ers went Over. 

The final regular class was for Open 
Unlimited bikes. Anything goes here, 
but like last year, only Pat Johnson and 
Steve Stith opted to run Nitro. Shane 
Davis was the first rider over the hill, 
but again Whitlock was fastest, as the 
only rider in the 12-second bracket. The 
first five riders were on Yamaha and 
Kawasaki fours, with three Harleys 
(Chamberlain, Ron Zundel and Larry 
Coleman) following. Ed Taylor was the 
only two-stroke over. He was piloting 
Chamberlain’s old YZ980 twin. 

The top six riders in each tire class is 
seeded into the Advanced class, and the 
winner of two runs there becomes the 
Montana State Champ. Payne was the 
fastest, followed by Chamberlain and 
Whitlock. 

The Senior class grows every year, 
and first-time competitor David Ruff 
topped the class, over LeRoy Ebeling 
and Karel Kramer. CN

ast" Freddy Ноев did it again. 

The Suzuki rider posted another 

ECEA Enduro Series overall win, 
this time at the Foggy Mountain Break- 
down Enduro and, in the process, 
padded his already-sizable points lead in 
his quest for the series championship. 
Giving his Bromely Suzuki-backed 
RM125 a rest for a change, Hoess cam- 
paigned his RM250, posting top scores in 
every special test and winning by a siz- 
able three-point margin. Series rival and 
multitime ECEA Champion Jack Lafferty 
Jr. rode his KTM 250 E/XC to an 11- 
point finish, earning second overall. 

Tinder-dry conditions prior to the 
race nearly saw the event canceled, as 
the club did not receive the final go- 
ahead until Friday afternoon. As a result 
of the event's closed-course format, this 
event usually draws a big crowd of rid- 
ers, but due to questions regarding 
whether the race was on or off, as well 
as a last-minute concession that 
required bikes be equipped with spark 
arrestors, this year's enduro was a little 
thinner than usual and played havoc on 
unprepared riders. Nevertheless, nearly 
300 riders showed for the event, still 
billed as one of the tougher enduros on 
the ECEA schedule. 

Starting from the Blaine Fairgrounds, 
the Susquehanna Off-Road Riders 
(SORR) put on a run that crisscrossed 
the valley between Tuscarora and Blue 
Mountain, with much of the run falling 
in the Tuscarora State Forest, northwest 
of Harrisburg. 


SORR laid out a two-loop 
course, with a gas stop back at 
the fairgrounds. The 80-mile 
trail was split nearly evenly 
between the morning and 
afternoon loops. Last-minute 
concerns of local forest-fire officials, 
however, resulted in a shut-down of a 
lengthy afternoon special test, lopping 
off some seven or eight miles of perhaps 
the boniest Foggy Mountain trail. 

The enduro started with several 
miles of mostly blacktop connectors that 
led to a start control at the beginning of 
the grass-track special test. There was 
trouble right at the onset, as an insuffi- 
cient number of spotters and /or ribbons 
failed to keep competitors from shaving 
corners (or worse) in the grass-track test, 
leading to a scoring nightmare. For rid- 
ers that followed the course, three or 
four points down would have been a 
good romp through the section. Howev- 
er, nearly universal corner-cutting led to 
great disparities in the scores seen at the 
check-out, eventually necessitating that 
the test be disqualified. After this inaus- 
picious beginning, riders headed off to 
the woodlands for two fast-paced spe- 
cial tests, each controlled by check-in 
and check-out. Hoess immediately 
seized the advantage here, going 1-2 
through the two points-taking sections, 
while most other contenders for the 
overall dropped five, including Jack Laf- 
ferty, Mike Moore, Rich Lafferty, Jeff 
Kirchner, Bill Atkinson, Drew Smith, 
Mike Arendesky, Dwayne Shirk and 
Mike Sigety, each posting identical 2-3 
tallies through the test. From there, it 
was back to the start for refueling, with 
Hoess enjoying an easy two-point lead.

The afternoon loop, despite its being 
shortened at the last minute, provided 
plenty of opportunities to catch the 
leader. Three points-taking sections 
were planned, run in the mountains 
west of Blain, and it is in these western 
points-taking sections where the boniest 
SORR course lies. Trail that winds its 
way up and across the boulder-strewn 
face of Tuscarora Mountain provides 
lengthy, tough uphill climbs and near- 
relentless rock gardens. In the first test, 
Hoess and Jack Lafferty set benchmark 
four-point scores, bouncing over the 





loose fields of granite, while a handful 
of others - including Moore, Rich Laffer- 
ty, Kirchner, Smith, Sigety, Arendasky 
and Kenny Law - scooted in a point 
behind at five. Challenging mountain- 
top connectors saw many riders fall 
behind in the coming miles, which 
could have been a problem if not for a 
canceled midloop points-taker and the 
resulting lengthy reset. A heightened 
fire threat in the woods in which the 
midloop section was to be run led local 
forest officials to close down that patch 
of forest and, with it, nearly eight miles 
of points-robbing trail. Instead, riders 
were granted a big reset and encour- 
aged by club members to safely ride 
ahead to the next reset. This leisurely 
break in the action recharged the riders' 
batteries, most being well-rested for the 
short final test that began with a check- 
in near mile 50. Hoess again set the pace 
at the secret check-out, coasting in a sin- 
gle tick down and thus besting the two 
points dropped by the Lafferty brothers, 
Moore, Kirchner, Smith, Arendasky and 
Todd Reder. 

Blacktop connectors brought all back 
to the known control, weary but none 
the worse for wear. 

Soon after the dust settled, Hoess 
emerged with an apt victory, lighting up 
the competition with a no-sweat win at 
eight points down. Cool at the known 
control before knowing how everyone 
else had fared, Hoess was well-reserved 
when queried about his ride, rating it as 





"a good ride" in which he "didn't make 
any bad mistakes." 

Again finding himself on the dirty 
end of the stick was Jack Lafferty. A 
tough competitor, you could see that 
Jack Jr. was again disappointed, assum- 
ing the bridesmaid spot he has so often 
experienced over the past two seasons. 
Nonetheless, Jack's 11-point card was 
easily good enough for second overall, 
besting a handful of 12-point finishers, 
but still three points behind the blister- 
ing pace set by Hoess. A logjam of top 
racers bunched up at 12 ticks, including 
AA riders Mike Moore, Rich Lafferty 
and Jeff Kirchner, as well as A-class 
competitors Drew Smith and Mike 
Arendasky, to fill out AA and top A- 
class standings. WER guru and ISDE 
veteran Smith earned the High Point A 
award, eking out the victory on emer- 
gency points over Mike Arendasky, who 
managed first place in the 250cc A class. 
Veteran-class rider John Ross squared 
off with B-class rival Brian Bolyard, each 
dropping 19 points on the day. Ross 
earned the High Point B trophy on tie 
breakers, while runner-up Bolyard 
claimed the first-place B 250-class prize. 

In the Novice class, Robbie Lockard 
and Sean Cully each posted respectable 
23-point scores. In another near photo 
finish, Lockard bested Cully on emer- 
gency points for High Point C honors, 
the latter finishing tops in the C 200 
class. CN

BAKERSFIELD, CA, JULY 25 

ormer Yamaha factory rider “Doc- 
î tor” Doug Dubach turned a couple 
— of good starts into runaway victo- 
ries and went home $5000 richer after 
winning both the 125 and 250cc main 
events at the Bill Wright Toyota/Kern 
Kiwanis Foundation-sponsored Super- 
cross, held at the Kern County Fair- 
grounds. 

Two hundred truckloads of primo 
dirt were used to sculpt a double- and 
triple-jump-filled course that received 
praise from most riders. Sold-out 
bleacher seats, a huge standing-room- 
only crowd, and a good rider turnout 
made promoter David Rogers a happy 
man, too. "This is a concept race," said 
Rogers. "The Kiwanis Foundation is 
using this race to raise funds to aid 
young children's programs here in the 
county of Kern. We're trying to mimic 
an AMA Supercross, just on a smaller 
scale. We're trying to promote privateer 
racing so that non-factory riders can 
make lots of money. Next year we want 
to do a $50,000 race, and the following 
year a quarter-million-dollar, five-race 
series." 

A pair of six-lap qualifiers for both 
the 125 and 250cc classes were used to 
determine gate positions for the main 
events, with Jiri Dostal nailing the first 
125cc qualifier holeshot on his Suzuki. 
Chris Wheeler and Terrance Malan ran 
second and third, respectively, for a lap 
before Tyler Evans passed them both. 
Evans inched closer to Dostal and by lap 
four was on his back fender, looking for 
room to pass. 

“1 just made a mistake in the whoop 
section and he (Evans) got around me," 
said Dostal. 

“Jiri was going pretty fast,” said the 
FMF/Smith / American Suzuki-backed 
Evans after picking up the win. "I was 
lucky to get around him when I did." 

Wheeler finished third, Malan fourth, 
and Honda rider Brian Sweany rounded 
out the top five. 

Jeff Pestana shot his KX125 into the 
lead in the second 125cc qualifier, fol- 
lowed by Tommy Harrison, Dubach and 
Dean Matson. Dubach disposed of Har- 
rison within the first few turns, then 
dove underneath Pestana in a tight 
right-hander to take the lead within the 
first lap. Pestana also passed Harrison 
on the opening lap and would stick with 
Dubach for the first few circuits. Dubach 
upped the pace towards the end to greet 
the checkers with five seconds to spare 
over Pestana. Jerry Aleman came from 
his sixth-place start to pass Matson for 
third. Yamaha rider Tim O'Brien 
worked up from a poor start to finish 
fifth behind Matson. 

Justin Tiearney led the first 250cc 
qualifier for about three turns before 
going down and finding himself in last 
place after a restart. Ray Crumb ran out 
front, with Wheeler, Lex Malan and 


Evans juggling positions behind. Malan 
railed around Crumb and led for a few 
laps before bobbling in a berm, allowing 
Evans to slip underneath. Evans went 
on for the win, with Malan a very close 
second. Crumb fended off the late-moto 
challenge of Terrance Malan for third, 
with Wheeler finishing fifth. 

"The track is really tight," Evans said. 
"You have to make passes when you can." 

"Evans had a fast pace and he got 
me," Malan said. "This track is good for 
passing, obviously." 

The second 250cc qualifier start 
belonged to Pestana, with Nathan 


. Woods, Matson and Dubach in close 


formation. Woods was pressuring Pes- 


tana as Dubach passed Matson on the 
first lap. Dubach squared off a corner 
under Woods a lap later to take over 
second place, then outjumped Pestana 
down the front straight for the lead on 
lap four. Dubach quickly pulled away to 
collect the win. Matson came across in 
third, with Jerry Aleman working 
around Woods for fourth. 

“I don't like to let up on these guys; 
they're going pretty fast," Dubach said. 
"The main is a long race and the track is 
developing ruts. I like ruts, so maybe it's 
my track." 

"I'm gonna try to put this Kawie on 
the podium in the main," said second- 
place finisher Pestana. “Dubach goes 
good in the ruts.” 

When the gate dropped for the 125cc 
main, it was the KX of Pestana leading 
Evans, Lex Malan, Dubach and Wheeler. 
Evans followed Pestana for a little over 
a lap before making his way into the 
lead. Dubach passed Malan, then moved 
into second when Pestana messed up in 
a corner. A lap later, Dubach sailed past 
Evans. Evans kept Dubach honest for a 
couple of laps before the Yamaha test- 
rider disappeared into the night with 
the win.

“I'd like to thank everyone 
for putting on this race." 
Dubach said afterwards. "I 
know it's for charity, and these 
events are great. Supercross 
seems to be gaining momen- 
tum, and I’m glad to see every- 
body out here to support us." 

Halfway through the race, Pestana 
was able to pass Evans and run in the 
runner-up position, but only for a few 
laps, as Pestana retaliated with a couple 
of laps remaining to pick up the second- 
place money. 

"It was an awesome race," Pestana 
said. “It puts a little money in the priva- 
teers' pockets. It was a hell of a race, 
with Evans putting the pressure on me 
and Dubach in front of me." 

Evans finished third, ahead of a 
great battle for fourth that saw Wheeler 
just edge out Matson and Spud Walters. 
Lex Malan, Andy Harrington and Ale- 
man finished seventh through ninth 
respectively, with Tommy Harrison 
grabbing the final cash-paying position 
in 10th. | 

It was all Dubach in the 250cc main, 
as the former Vet Pro World Champ and 
AMA Supercross winner exited the first 
turn with the lead and never looked 
back. 

"The track builders did a great job," 
Dubach said to the crowd after the race. 
"I'd like to thank Bill Wright Toyota and 
the Kern Kiwanis for putting on this 
race, and I have to thank my wife and 



























six-week-old baby for putting up with 
the heat all day and waiting for me to 
get done racing." 

Walters chased down Crumb, getting 
around him on lap five to collect the sec- 
ond-place money. 

"It's kind of been a bad night," said 
the White Bros./Stone Racing/MSR- 
backed Walters. "I spent most of my 
night on the ground. In the 125cc main, I 
got a really bad start and worked up to 
sixth. It sure helps a lot when you get a 
good start and just ride smooth and stay 
out front." 

Crumb held off the charges of Pes- 
tana for the second half of the main to 
hold on to third. 

"I had Spud (Walters) there, but I 
made a mistake, bottomed out real hard, 
and my hand came off the bars and he 
got around me,” Crumb explained. “1 
just didn't have anything left to get him 
back." 

Matson brought his Suzuki across the 
line for fifth, ahead of Sweany and 
Tiearney. Evans spent the moto working 
up from a bad start to eighth, with 
Woods and CR-mounted Erik Lind- 
strom filling out the top 10 positions. €N

Tresser,

SPOKANE, WA, JULY 26 
ucati-mounted Andy Tresser rode 
D: a wire-to-wire win in the 750cc 
Expert main event at the Spokane 
Playfair Race Track round of the AMA 
National Hot Shoe Series, but it didn't 
come without a bit of luck. 

The Californian from Redwood City 
took advantage of the opening-lap 
crash of Spokane's Lonnie Kopp, which 
forced a restart and drastically 
improved Tresser's position, ultimately 
enabling the National number-91 plate 
holder to take the win on the 5/g-mile 
track and earn the accompanying $1000 
payoff. Equally as important, it marked 
the first dirt track National victory of 
any kind for the Italian Ducati marque. 
Kopp, the local favorite, edged Speedy 
Kell for second place. 

California's Steve Mayfield also used 
a similar scenario to take the lead posi- 
tion in the 600cc Expert main event after 
a restart, which was caused by an over- 
enthusiastic Mark Corsetti. Mayfield 
came from the middle of the front row 
in the shortened 12-lap, 12-rider final to 
earn $1000 for his win. Following May- 
field on the sandy horse track was 
Spokane's Steve Smith. Corsetti over- 
came a row-three deficit to finish in 
third and nab a podium spot. 

The 34 600cc Expert contestants were 
divided into four heat races, which 
would take the top two riders directly 
to the main event on the track, which, 
until last summer, hadn't held motorcy- 
cle races since around 1919. 

Jeff Annen, Oregon's Ryan Ander- 
son, Washingtonian Jerry Southworth 
and J.P. Simonsen were the front-run- 
ners in the first heat race. Annen pow- 
ered his way into an untouchable lead 
that would place him on the front row 
for the final. Anderson's performance 
was good enough for second. 

Don Wilson, one of a small handful 
of seasoned riders with oval experience 
outside of Western Washington, had a 
brutal battle with Mayfield in the sec- 
ond heat race, followed by another two- 
way swapfest between Jeff Harsha and 
Eddie Dixon, both of whom went to the 
semi. Mayfield and Wilson took trans- 
fers. 

Mickey Fay, another of the riders 
best known as a TT specialist, displayed 
remarkable skills on the oval, as he led 
the third heat race until teammate Russ 
Yamamoto got around Fay for a win. 
Robert Dameron came from well 
behind to close in on Fay, but it was all 
for naught. 

Smith led the way in the fourth and 
final heat race. Fellow second-year 
Expert Christian Vernon and Corsetti - 
who won the previous night's Pro-Am - 
did all they could to catch Smith, but 
the local rider fended off all comers to 
post a win. Vernon suffered a heart-

breaking setback, losing to Corsetti; who 
took the final direct transfer at the finish 
line. 

National number 49 Chris Fitzhugh 
and Dameron transferred out of the first 
semi, while the second 10-rider semi 
saw Steve Arndt, who was making his 
Expert debut, come from behind to close 
in on }.P. Simonsen for the win. 

Tresser’s win in the first of two 750cc 
Expert heat races was a runaway perfor- 
mance with an exclamation mark at the 
end of it, more than making up for his 
midpack showing the previous night, 
and also improving upon his nasty prac- 
tice crash. Spokane’s Larry Marsh, Ore- 
gon's Rex Fisher, and National number- 
81 plate holder Kell battled for staging 
positions behind Tresser, but it was 
Fisher, riding the Kris Kiser Honda 
RS750, who landed the number-two 
spot, ahead of Kell. 

Kopp led Californian Mike Inderb- 
itzin, Idaho’s Steve Liberty, Montana’s 
Jeff Dietz, and National number 50 
Trapper McDaniel to the finish line in 
heat two, earning the win. 

The evening’s first main event on the 
deep-cushioned track was the 750cc 
Expert final. The race was originally 
scheduled as a 20-lapper, but because the 
program was already running behind the 
time schedule, AMA Referee Bob Hill 
made the call to cut the main to 12 laps. 

Liberty, who rode impressively in 
qualifying, launched out front in the 
final, but when Kopp crashed, the race 
came to a premature halt on lap one. 

Liberty, though, couldn’t repeat his 
performance on the second take; howev- 
er, pole-sitter Tresser did. Tresser capi- 
talized by darting out front on the 
restart with a horizontal hop that shut 
down the competition, putting him in 
command out of turn one. Liberty ran 
second, followed by Marsh and Kell; 
Kopp ran midpack. 

Inderbitzin, who on the first staging 
ran second to Liberty, this time ran sixth 
behind Kopp - a position he was looking 
to drastically improve upon - but he had 
Fisher breathing down his neck. Kopp, 
though, forged ahead, passing by Liber- 
ty and then a fading Marsh to join Kell - 
who hadn't ridden а 750cc for six years - 
in a squabble over second, bringing 
them closer to Tresser at one point. Lib- 
erty maintained the fourth position, 
ahead of the Inderbitzin/Fisher clash, 
which Inderbitzin would later control as 
the RS750 Honda of Fisher began smok- 
ing badly, dropping him out of the race. 

As the shortened race wound down, 
Tresser found himself with a tidy lead, 
and the Wirth/BSM Mfg./Harry Hoff- 
man-backed rider scored the victory - 
the machine's first in AMA National 
competition - ahead of Kopp. Liberty 
rode tó fourth (his best AMA finish) 
while Inderbitzin nabbed the fifth spot, 
ahead of Dietz, Marsh and McDaniel. 

“It feels great to win," Tresser said 
from the winner's circle. “I’m glad I was 
able to win on the Ducati, and I want to 
thank all of my sponsors. We couldn't 
have done it without them."

“It was rough out there,” Kopp said. 
“1 just kept following Andy. Instead, I 
should have been a bit more creative.” 

Kell was glad to land the final podi- 
um spot. 

Of the 12 finalists in the 600cc main 
event, seven held National numbers. 
Corsetti came off the line with a com- 
manding lead at the start, but it was 
determined by AMA officials - and the 
booing of the nearly 3000 spectators - 
that he had jumped. 

Mayfield made short work of the 
restart by motoring into the lead, ahead 
of Annen and Smith. Despite a third- 
row penalty, Corsetti quickly displaced 
several riders to close in on the trio of 
front-runners, but it was Mayfield (after 
shaking off Annen) who reeled off sev- 
eral fast laps to enjoy a slim lead. 
Annen, though, began a descent back- 
wards (this was later diagnosed as due 
to mechanical problems), moving Smith 
up a notch. Corsetti ran third ahead of 
Annen and Yamamoto at the midway 
point. 

Further back in the pack, a battle 
between Wilson and Fay brought them 


· to within striking distance of Yamamoto 


and the ailing Annen, but the Seattle- 
area riders ran out of time. 

Late in the final, Mayfield main- 
tained a good-sized lead to the finish, 
earning him his first AMA National vic- 
tory. 
“I looked back at one point - some- 
thing I normally don't do - and there 
wasn't anybody there," Mayfield said. 
"So I just put it on cruise control." 

Smith's finest Expert performance 
netted him a popular second-place fin- 
ish, ahead of Corsetti - which was 
beyond what the San Franciscan had 
anticipated, due to his starting position. 

“After I passed Annen, I had to really 
ride hard to close in on Steve," Corsetti 
said. "I would've liked to have been up 
front, but they rode a better race than | 
did.” 

Annen nursed his ailing Rotax to 
fourth ahead of Yamamoto, while Wil- 
son got the nod for fifth ahead of Fay, 
Anderson, Fitzhugh, Arndt, Simonsen 
and Dameron. €N

Civil War of Speedway 


Victory for 
the North

AUBURN, CA, JULY 25 

or the second year in succession, 
Е Northern California speedway 

team took the win over its Southern 
California counterpart in what is gain- 
ing momentum as one of the finest races 
of the year: the annual Civil War of 
Speedway at Auburn’s Gold Country 
Fairgrounds. After enduring the first 
three years of the event in non-competi- 
tive frustration, the Northern team final- 
ly achieved victory in 1996, and this 
year it followed with another win - 
despite the fact that the Southern team 
had fortified its ranks with the likes of 
two-time U.S. National Speedway 
Champion “Flyin’” Mike Faria and 1987 
U.S. National Champion Brad Oxley. 

The event was staged in five parts, 
with four rounds of four heat races fol- 
lowed by a final round of two races: the 
B Main, and the point-heavy A Main. 
Two riders from each team would com- 
pete in every heat, with individual 
points awarded in the standard champi- 
onship format of three points for a win, 
two for second, one for third, and no 
reward for last. The B Main points 
would be worth double what could be 
earned in the heat race, while the A 
main was worth four times the value of 
heat-race scores. 

After all the riders were introduced 
to the enthusiastic sellout crowds, the 
opening heat got underway in grand 
fashion as speedway icon Bobby 
"Boogaloo" Schwartz was the first off 
the line from his inside starting position, 
only to have local favorite Bart Bast pass 
him on the inside line and take over the 
lead early in the second lap. Bast's 
Northern teammate Bob Hicks got 
around Gary Ackroyd, and the North 
had its first heat win, taking four points 
to the South's two. Current National 
Speedway Champion Steve Lucero got 
the South rolling with a win in the sec- 
ond heat, only to have Louis Kossuth 
and Jimmy Sisemore take the second 
and third spots, ahead of Andy 
Northrup, which resulted in a draw - 
three points for each team. In fact, the 
teams were so evenly matched that the 
remaining two heats ended with each 
team garnering three points. Mike Faria 
won the third heat, ahead of the North's 
Bobby Hedden and Dave Faria, while 
the fourth heat went to former AMA 
Class C Junior National Champion 
Chad Felicio, who took the checkers 
ahead of Brad Oxley and Costa Mesa 
Fair Derby winner Shawn McConnell. 
The North held a narrow lead after one 
round, 13-10. 























The second round of heats started the 
same way the first round ended, in a 3-3 
tie, as Schwartz got the gate and went 
all the way, followed by the Northern 
duo of Pat Linn and Felicio. In the sec- 
ond heat of the second round, Lucero 
was tossed out for touching the tapes 
before the start. Randy DiFrancesco 
replaced Lucero, but could only watch 


as Hedden and Dave Faria staged a nice 


bit of team riding to sweep the top two 
spots and give the North its first breath- 
ing room in the points race. Mike Faria 
once again got the South a win in the 
next ride, only to see the points remain 
even again as the North’s Kossuth and 
Sisemore took the next two spots. Bast 
had a fine ride in the closing heat of the 
second round, as he and Bob Hicks took 
the lead positions over Lucero - who 
was subbing for Oxley - and McConnell. 
After two rounds, the North had opened 
up its lead, 29-19. 

In the third-round opener, Schwartz 
and Faria - who was a tactical replace- 
ment for Ackroyd - swept to a 5-0 win 
over Kossuth and a struggling Sisemore. 
Bast won his third straight race in the 
next heat, but the South kept pace as 
Lucero and Northrup finished in the 
second and third spots. The South con- 
tinued to whittle away at the North's 
points lead in the next ride, when Faria 
took his third win and Eddie Castro 
finally got the heavy track figured out 
and took the second-place points. Bobby 
Hedden then brought the crowd to its 
feet in the closing ride of round three as 
he teamed with Dave Faria to score a 5-0 
heat - this time over Oxley and 
McConnell, the latter suffering from 
mechanical troubles that removed him 
from contention early in the race. After 
three rounds, the South managed to 
reduce the North's lead from 10 points 
to six, 39-33. 

In the first go of the final round, the 
South sent out Lucero to ride for Ack- 
royd in the hope of gaining a maximum, 
but the North foiled their ploy as Hed- 
den and Dave Faria once again set the 
pace, leaving Lucero in third and 
Schwartz in the turn-two dust. Lucero 
came back in his regularly scheduled 
ride, combining with Northrup to post 
the 5-0 win, which the South desperate- 
ly needed at this point in the event. 
Rookie Billy Janniro, subbing for Linn, 
had a good ride going in second place, 
but his youthful exuberance got the best 
of him and he ended his night in the 
turn-four boards just before the check- 
ered flag. But overall, The North's lead 
was back to six points. 

The next heat saw the entire field 
down on the second lap. After a com- 
plete restart, Mike Faria continued his 
perfect evening, taking the front spot 
ahead of Bast, who dropped his first 
point of the evening. With Castro main- 
taining third place in the heat, the 
North's lead was cut to just four points.

The B Final brought Sisemore and 
Kossuth back out for the North, while the 
South ‘countered with Schwartz and 
Northrup. Once again, Sisemore drew 
the pole ànd got out to a perfect start to 
leave the field behind. Kossuth also 
matched his last ride, finishing second. 
Schwartz was third and Northrup fourth. 
Little did most people realize that the 
North had just clinched the overall win. 





The crowd still went 
crazy as Auburn resident 
Bast got the best start from 
gate four and pulled ahead 
of Mike Faria as the two 
fastest riders blasted down 
the back straight on the first 
lap. Faria tried to reel Bast in 
on the next three laps, but 
Bast was on his home track 
and would not be denied. 
Lucero, who came off the 
pole, was off the mark and 
had to settle for third, just 
ahead of Hedden. 

The final margin of victo- 
ry for the North was 17 
points, 76-59, but more 
importantly, it meant that 
last year's win by the North 
was no fluke. The event was 
nonetheless very closely con- 
tested, and with many fans 
already anticipating next 
year's battle, 1998 may be the year that 
the North finally and truly evens the 
score. €N

Young edged out Gosselaar and 
Tocco for the second-moto holeshot. Gos- 
selaar's charge, for the moment, came to 
an end in the third turn of the race. 

"They just watered the track, and I 
came through the corner and there were 
a few kickers and my front end started 
hitting them, and I got a little head 


shake and hit a berm and crashed," Gos- 
selaar said. 

Young was flying as he started to 
pull away from Tocco and Reid. Tocco 
went down, extending Young's lead a 
little farther. By lap three, Young had a 
15-second advantage over Gosselaar, 
who had came from last place to pass 
Reid for second.

Reid used consistent 4- 
4 rides to top the 3-5 score of Kurt Casel- 
li for third overall, with Thompson 
going 6-3 for fifth overall. 

KTM-mounted Tanner Langham was 
the other double-title winner on the day.

Round one of the Nielsen Pro Challenge saw 
Nielsen Enterprises' Junior Jackson and Banzai 
Suzuki /Torque Centers’ Eron Ezerins take home 
the gold in the 125 and 250cc Pro classes, respec- 
tively. A large purse and manufacturers' contin- 
gency brought out many local and several 
National Pro riders. 

In the first 125cc Pro moto, Xtreme-backed 
Mark Morris grabbed the start, in front of Young 
America /Torque Center /MX Tech-backed Tom 
Hofmaster, Jackson and James Povolny. Ezerins 
and former Arenacross champ Jimmy Gaddis, 
also riding for Nielsen, were back in the pack. 
By the second lap, Ezerins was in third around 
Povolny, who had already passed Hofmaster. 
On the third lap, Ezerins was on the rear tire of 
Jackson, who in turn had picked up the pace 
and taken both to Morris' tail. The two riders 
passed Morris on the fourth lap and pulled 
away. Povolny also saw what was happening 
and moved into third around Morris. Jackson 
beat Ezerins to the line, and Povolny settled for 
à distant third. Gaddis, who had a lot of passing 
to do from the back of the pack, got by Morris 
on the final lap for fourth. 

“It’s definitely hard to pass, but I'm getting 
some good passing lines and putting them in a 
spot they don't really want to be in," said an 
excited Jackson. "I seem to have the edge, and as 
long as I can keep making passes like that, I 
don't think I'll have a problem." 

Hofmaster snagged the start of the second 
125cc moto, with Gaddis on his tail. Jackson was 
in the third spot, with Povolny in fourth and 
Ezerins in fifth. Jackson made his move past 
Hofmaster on the third lap into second, and 
Ezerins went around Povolny in fourth and 
moved up fast on Hofmaster. Ezerins, Povolny 
and a late-charging Brandon Bartz all moved by 
Hofmaster into third, fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively, with two laps remaining. Gaddis was 
long gone and took the win, followed by Jack- 
son, Ezerins, Povolny and Bartz. 

"This was only the second time l've been on 
a bike since February," said a smiling Gaddis, 
who has not raced since the final Arenacross in 
Denver, “so I was happy just to be on a bike and 
racing again." 

Jackson, with a 1-2, took the overall in front 
of Gaddis' 4-1, and Ezerins snagged third with a 
2-3. Povolny finished fourth overall with a 3-4.

Caliente GP gets Frye’d

More than 250 riders showed up to race the 
Groundshakers Caliente Grand Prix, and every- 
one was as surprised with the outcome as the 
overall winner, David Frye. Frye pulled off his 
first 250cc overall win in a surprise attack that 
left some of the fastest racers in the Motorcycle 
Racing Association and the Utah Sportsman 
Riding Association scratching their heads and 
wondering who just ate their lunch. The Suzuki- 
mounted Las Vegan, with chrome spikes on his 
chest protector and an approach that looks more 
like a weekend warrior than a serious threat, 
surprised even himself with his win. 

The first signs from the race indicated that 
Utah's Corky Maughan, who grabbed the 
holeshot on his KX250, would run away with it, 
until KTM-mounted Daryl Folks reeled him in 
on one of the course's fast open sections. Not too 
far behind Folks was Frye on his RM250, as well 
as brothers Nick and Russell Pearson. 





“1 knew that if I could get a good start that 1 
could hang with those guys,” Frye said. “I was 
chasing Daryl when Nick Pearson blew by us, 
but we saw him later off to the side of the course 
with a bike problem.” | 

. Shortly after that, both Folks and Frye 
hopped into the famous (or "infamous," 
depending on one's luck) creek. Frye made it 
out, but water found its way into Folks' ignition 
and put him out of contention. 

Frye went on to hold off Russell Pearson to 
the checkers, who came into the pits with a pret- 
zeled pipe. Even after several crashes, Pearson 
managed a second overall on his KTM 250. 
Corkey Maughan, MRAN's Scott Morris and 
USRA's Mark Lundgreen rounded out the top 
five Experts. 

Waylon Shaw shifted his KX250 to another 
amateur overall victory, two minutes ahead of 
fellow KX rider Ben Williams. Both riders were 
novices less than a year ago. 

A real "battle of the borders" took place in 
the 80cc class, with MRAN's Kellon Walch just 
edging out USRA's Chris Butterfield to the fin- 
ish by a mere 36 seconds. Cory Ayers had his 
day in the sun as well, overalling the 50cc class.

Enduro is fast approaching and will 

take place in Italy this year. Even 
the thought of the encroaching - and 
arguably the most physically and men- 
tally demanding - off-road event in the 
world gets my blood pumping like no 
other motorcycle gathering can. I just 
wish the rest of the country shared the 
same level of enthusiasm and support 
for the ISDE. 

When I was a kid, my heroes always 
had handguards and headlights. Not, to 
take anything away from Jeff Ward, Bob 
Hannah and Johnny O’Mara, but the 
glamorous life of a Pro motocrosser 
seemed to be so routine. I guess I was a 
weird kid. Racing the same track lap 
after lap, year after year just didn’t seem 
very adventurous to me. And they 

` never even worked on their own bikes. 
Malcolm Smith, Larry Roeseler, Dick 
Burleson - they were more my type. As 
I’ve grown older and less naive, I’ve 
learned to appreciate motocross and 
supercross, and have realized that there 
is nothing routine about it - except for 
the constant thrill of railing a carved 
berm or snagging a first-turn holeshot. 
But still, for me, nothing can replace the 
splendor of a desert race, a grand prix or 
an enduro. 

This can probably be attributed to the 
fact that I grew up in Southern California, 
where there is a District 37 off-road event 
to attend almost every weekend of the 
year. From National Hare & Hounds to 
the famed Adelanto Grand Prix to 
enduros in the local mountains, there is 
no other series in the country with such 
variety. District 37 has produced a num- 
ber of national-caliber riders, be it in 
enduros, hare scrambles, or the ultimate - 
the ISDE. Guys like Bruce Ogilvie, Roesel- 
er, Jimmy Lewis, Danny Hamel, and Ty 
Davis are all natives of District 37 events 
and can ride in any situation Mother 
Nature throws at them.

the fiery heat of the SoCal desert is just 
another day at the races for some. 

The classic desert-racing scenes from 
“On Any Sunday” haven’t changed 
much over the past 25 years. In fact, 
even some faces and names are still the 
same. The smoke-bomb start, the action 
in the pits, and the infamous stranded- 
rider signal fire will always hit close to 
home, but they are not my favorite 
scenes from the movie. “Tired and sore, 
but still on time,” are the words that 
ring out in my mind. When I first saw 
Malcolm riding his motorcycle across 
the Spanish countryside in the ISDT, I 
was hooked. 

I would wager that there are not 
many dirt-bike-riding kids in Southern 
California that even know what the 
ISDE is. If it’s not in a motocross maga- 
zine or on ESPN, it’s not important to 
most of them. I often had to explain to 
my motocross friends at school that it 
was similar to the Motocross des 
Nations, only it was an off-road 
endurance race that took place over six 
days. When I told them that there was a 
final motocross on day six, they began 
to sound interested. |

At that point, I’d usually sigh in 
despair and go about my own business. 
Little did I know that a few years later, 
motocrossers like Rodney Smith, Guy 
Cooper and Davis would actually be 
there, motocrossing down the trail. 
That’s when I realized that there was 
more skill to the Six Days than the A loop 
in a local enduro would ever require.
